I walked down the alley 


behind the troubled area and 
met another neighbor. "Are 
you here about the squirrels? 
We will get rid of them if we 
have to take this all the way to 
Washington!" she said. 


I looked into someone's back 


yard. There they were. The 
squirrels were cavorting in 


trees, in bushes and on fences. 
One jumped off a garage and 
chased another across the 
lawn. Some came within two 
feet of me, suspicious but 
unafraid. All of the 20 or so 
squirrels in the yard con- 
tinually made a clicking 
sound. 


Dr. Joseph Moore, curator 


of 
mammals 
at 
Field 


museum, explained, 'That 
sound you refer to we would 
call 'barking/ It sounds as 
though the squirrels are 
having a 'breed-in.' This can 
go on for half a day. 


"The squirrels give a yearly 


performance, but it is not 
usually so intensive that it 


involves such large num- 
bers/' 


Moore said dominant males 


chase the females while the 
weaker males watch ex- 
citedly. Weak males are 
periodically chased away. 
"There is no danger (to 
persons) whatever,'' Moore 
added.

It 
seems to me there are greater numbers of them in 
my yard, also in the.parks and streets. I don't like 
it. Not only am I afraid of the durn critters but I'm 
afraid my children will be bitten. Is there anyway 
we can get rid of them? Mrs. M.O. 


You're not imagining it. There are more 


squirrels around this year than last and as long 
as man continues to feed, harbor and protect 
them — upsetting nature's delicate balance and 
control—squirrels will continue to multiply, 
according to Mark Tuttle of the Illinois Con- 
servation department. Squirrels' reproduction 
rate is terrific, said Tuttle, and their numbers 
are steadily increasing. 


If everyone, but everyone, the conservationist 


emphasized, stopped feeding squirrels and were 
careful to see they had no access to garbage, 
there would be a notable drop in the squirrel 
population in a couple of years. There is little 
danger of being bitten by a squirrel. Just don't 
chase it to catch it and warn the children not to 
try to catch a squirrel. Also, and this is very 
important, don't try to feed a squirrel by hand. 
it may be so anxious to get the food, it may miss 
and nip the finger or thumb. Don't worry that 
they'll all starve if you don't feed them, coun- 
selled Tuttle, they are most self-sufficient,

the board of directors of the 
Logan Square Neighborhood

city and his area, this week, 
stated: 


"The seemingly quiet and 


orderly 'middle city' area like 
Logan 
Square-Avondale 


shares a common evil with the 
hectic 'inner city' scene. 
Driven by profit motive with 
no corresponding social or 
moral investment in the 
community, some absentee 
landlords are probably the 
most successful community 
wreckers we have in Logan 
Square." 


Gober added that LSNA 


recognizes that many ab- 
sentee landlords have done a 
good job in keeping up their 
property. He said LSNA is 
concerned with the absentee 
and resident landlords who 
don't care. 


Gober, continuing, said, 


"This particular profit pirate 
is as dangerous as he is 
selfish." 


Gober deplored the over- 


crowding in many of the 
buildings in the area citing the 
dangers of not enough exits 
and entrances for the number 
of people in a given building. 


Adding to the fire dangers, 


Gober said these converted 
buildings which were not 
designed 
for 
multiple 


dwellings are not made of fire- 
proof materials. 


"The electrical wiring,'1 he 


r 
said, "is not redone, but 
merely added on to. Electric 
currents can sizzle and when 
pne building burns there is no 
guarantee that your home to 
the north, south, east or west 
won't burn also." 


Another danger, he said, is a 


psychological one: ' 'Ten 
people cannot live in the space 
designed for two people . . . 
facilities are overtaxed, and 
demand waiting. Tempers 


flare. There is noise, over- 
crowding. . .

Gober contrasted this with 


his picture of the absentee 
landlord's home Hfe: "They 
insist on a pretty roomy house 
with the bedroom for each 
kid... They like to live where it 
is quiet, and no cars at all are 
permitted to be parked on the 
streets at night... They send 
their children to schools where 
there is one teacher to 20 
children while they overload 
our area and hang us with 35 to 
39 children per teacher." 


Gober 
then 
asked 


rhetorically, "In view of his 
(the 
landlord's) 
total 


disregard for us, why should 
we be accepting? For his 
deliberate, planned, and 
calculated destruction of our 
dignity and peace of mind why 
should he be protected?" 


Gober asked that people in 


the Logan Square area report 
violations to the LSNA and 


added: "Let's run the man 
who considers us fools out of 
business."

board of directors, Gober is 
chairman of the 
SWING 


Branch 
(South West In- 


terested Neighbors Group) 


which meets every third 
Wednesday of the month. This 
group has also been very 
active on housing problems.

Smith was appointed to the vacancy by 
Gov Richard B Ogilvie 


Stevenson has served as treasurer

selor at Palatine High School said the 
summer employment situation is "pretty 
tough " 


Palatine has placed some students, he 


said, but in jobs that are not particularly 
good "The job market," Jones said, "is 
not very good " 


STUDENTS HAVE been placed in jobs 


such as babysitting, bus boys some sec- 
retarial work, and other odd jobs 


Jones estimated that about 40 pei cent 


of the students seeking jobs through Pal- 
atine have been placed As far as finding 
a job he said, the student's best bet is to 
find somebody he knows and get a job 
through friends 


E Jarrett Canns the guidance coun- 


selor at Fremd High School said there 
was a problem in summer employment 
particularly for students who are under 
16 and the seniors 


The reason he said is that no one 


wants to hue someone for three months 
spend a month training him and then 
have him leave 


CAIRNS SAID Frtmd has had some 


calls from local industiy but added th^t 
he wished there were more He said he 
could not estimate how many students 
his department had placed in summer 
jobs 


The situation he said, however, is get- 


ting better There are summer work pro- 
grams for students sponsored 
by the 


school district These programs, he said 
are for some general studies students 
who receive some \vork experience as 
part of the program 


There is some new industry moving 


into the area, he noted, which has 
created some job openeings 


"Still," he said, "I think it's (summer 


employment) a problem " He did note

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Students Pass Out Pollution Pamphlets 


Today more thnn 20 Palatine High se- 


niors from Wayno Browning's advanced 
biology class will be distributing some 
l.'on pnpers they prepared and named 
"Guidelines for Citizen Action on Envi- 
ronmental Problems," 


The students prepared their Guide- 


lines nn the premise that "the crisis fac- 
ing our environment demands immediate 
effective action by all nf us \Ve must 
act. even if the action is only in our own 
back yards There are ways that you can 
help resnlve environmental problems " 


THESE WAYS AME divided up into 


guidelines for various forms of pollution: 
air. pesticides, water conservation, solid 
waste, noise, visual blight and popu- 
lation. 


Concerning air pollution, students sug- 


gested that individuals do not burn 
leaves or trash or let their auto idle un- 
necessarily. They also urged people to 
avoid using a car whenever possible, but 
keeping the car well tuned when used, 
m.iking oral or written statements at pol- 
hiiinn hearings and lastly, stop smoking. 


Kven when the use of pesticides ap- 


pears to be absolutely necessary, the se- 
niors said the alternatives to pest control 
should be given serious consideration. 


Some of the alternatives include plant- 


ing a mixture of trees, shrubs and gar- 
don plants instead of a mono-culture 
winch encourages insect growth, removal 
of cloari or diseased plants to reduce 
sources of pest populations, accept pro- 


duce with blemishes caused by insects or 
p l a n t diseases since farmers are 
frequently forced to use chemical sprays 
which enhance the appearance of their 
products, 
and encourage the devel- 


opment of hedgerows with a pleasant vis- 
ual effect since varied roadside vegeta- 
tion is a valuable source of insect pre- 
dators. 


IF ONE MUST use pesticides, the stu- 


dents recommended using only those 
with the following ingredients: Rotenone, 
Sevin, Malathion, Pyrethrum, and Meth- 
oxychlor. 


Do not. the students warned, use pesti- 


cides which list any of these ingredients 
on the label: DDT, Dieldrin, Lindane, 
Chlordane, Heptachlor, Endrin, Aldrin, 


BHD. 
Q-4, 5, 4-D, Taxaphene, or any 


compound containing lead, mercury or 
arsenic. 


To combat water pollution, the stu- 


dents made several practical suggestions 
which one can follow in his ovm home. 
For example, do not use colored tissue or 
napkins since the manufacturer's dye 
pollutes streams visually and biological- 
ly, turn off all continually flowing water 
sources, and do not water your lawn in 
excess. 


Switching light bulbs not used for read- 


ing to a lower wattage can reduce home 
or office operating expense as well as the 
thermal water pollution loads at elec- 
trical generating plants. 


A cause of many forms of pollution, 


solid wastes, can be reduced in several 
ways, the students said. The general an- 
swer being to minimize waste by curtail- 
ing excessive packaging and to re-cycle 
wastes. 


ACCORDINGLY, students advised indi- 


viduals not to use nonreturnable bottles, 
not to purchase plastic packages which 
emit a toxin when burned, and not to buy 
products with excessive and decorative 


packaging. 


In the home, people can help eliminate 


excessive solid wastes by re-using paper 
bags, boxes, envelopes and other contain- 
ers, and handkerchiefs, cloth napkins 
and towels instead of paper. 


Similar recommendations were made 


for curtailing noise, visual blight and 
overpopulation. These guidelines will be 
distributed throughout Palatine today.

"I think a person can go all through 


life without finding what they're made 
for. nbt I've found my niche with kids." 


Mrs. Lorraine LaSusa. 34. who de- 


scribes herself as a mother hen hovering 
over her brood, has one of the largest 
families in the Palatine area. 


Not only do her and her husband Sam- 


uel, an attorney, have four children of 
their own. hut "Mrs. L," as teen affec- 
tionately call her. is hard put to name a 
day when several members of the Pala- 
tine Township Youth Organization, of 
which she is the adult consultant, are not 
frequenting her home 


"I wanted to be a fifth grade teacher," 


she said. And during her two and one- 
half years at college she kept this ambi- 
tion in mind until she met Mr. LaSusa 
and weddins bells and four children tem- 
porarily postponed her chance to work 
with kids besides her own. 


THAT IS. I'XTIL a few years ago. 


Having moved to the unincorporated 
area of Palatine called Harrington Park 
10 years ago. "Sam and I kind of pio- 
neered this area. In fact, our oldest boy 
Larry was the first born out here " 


Several years later another facet of 


Mrs. LaSusn's Ijf»- was horn: community 
involvement 


It began subtly w i t h the (Jarden Club 


several ye.irs a£o. and rapidly spread (o 
her spearheading efforts in starting the 
Palatine Community Council, followed by 
the PTA. and the presidency of the Ju- 
nior Women's Club 


About three and one-half years ago, 


while serving as the president of the Ju- 
nior Women's Club. Mrs. LaSusa said 
she was in the hospital, and with time on 
her hands she decided to read up on the 
history of her organization. 


"I READ ABOUT MONEY being given 


to a youth center years ago and learned 
that the center had become defunct since 
then. I also realized there was no youth 
center in Palatine and felt something 
should be done about it." 


And something was done about it 


thanks to Mrs. LaSusa and several other 
adults and teens who took a hospital-bed 
pipedream and turned it into what is cur- 
rently the only "organization in the 
Northwest suburbs which is governed by 
and for teens who own their own piece of 
property, a place they can really call 
their own." 


After months of planning, working and 


selling bonds, members of the PTYO 
bought the old Levade Ranch on north 
Smith Road. 


They now own a Darn which will even- 


tually become a dance-recreation hall, 
and a house which is being converted 
into a coffeehouse. 


'We really have a sound foundation of 


w'hat we are doing and where we're go- 
ing." Mrs. LaSusa said 


WHAT MEMBERS of the Joint, the 


name of their center, are doing is work- 
ine toward a sorely needed place in Pal- 
atine w-here teens can go throughout the 
week. And where they are going is into 
the future. 


"The kids really don't mind working 


for their younger brothers and sisters," 
she said. "They know they would have 
liked something like the Joint now, so 
they're making sure kids will have it 
someday." 


But before the Joint project began, and 


even now. one of the most popular meet- 
ing places among the teens has always 
been Mrs. LaSusa's house. 


"My house is really open to all. 


There's only one hard-fast rule: courte- 
sy." 


Mrs. LaSusa feels rapport with teens is 


an easy thing to build up. "In any human 
dealings what's important to others 
should be important to you. There is no 
generation gap. It's an assumption gap. 
where parents assume a kid of 13 or 14 
doesn't want to talk anymore. But they 
do. just listen sometime." 


IF MRS. LaSl'SA has had a few "hard- 


fast rules" about dealing with other 
people, she also has one concerning her- 
self and the many ways she has been 
involved in community affairs. 


"I leave what I'm doing when I think I 


can learn no more, when I can contribute 
no more," she said. 


Although Mrs. LaSusa is "really into 


the Joint," as one of the members put it, 
she is still going strong and still seems to 
know what she is doing.

Church To Members: Help! 


Questionnaires will be distributed at 


weekend masses to parishioners of three 
local Catholic churches asking for votes 
on proposals for ways of keeping their 
elementary schools open next year. 


A financial crisis which has existed in 


the Catholic schools of the Chicago Arch- 
diocese including Palatine and Rolling 
Meadows has worsened due to a refusal 
by the Illinois General Assembly to grant 
a $29 million subsidyt o nonpublic schools 
in Illinois. 


Reverend Robert Clark, Archdiocese 


Superintendent of Schools told the Catho- 
lic Board of Education Monday that 255 
of the 416 elementary schools in the Chi- 
cago Archdiocese face deficits of $9.2 
million. He added that ISO of the schools 
face deficits large enough to make nor- 
mal operations impossible next year 
without state aid. 


ACCORDING TO Sister Janet, princi- 


pal of Palatine's St. Theresa School, 
their parish debt is quite large, but is not 
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at the point where the school would have 
to close down. 


"We would go along with the system if 


the decision was to shut down," she said, 
"but that is because we must act as a 
system. I don't know how much power 
would be exerted by the Archdiocese on 
us to close if the majority of our people 
want to stay open," she added. 


The principal of St. Thomas of Villa- 


nova School, Sister Patricia, does not 
think her school would close down in the 
fall even if the majority of parishioners 
in the Chicago Archdiocese voted to do 
so. 


"Nothing is definite yet," Sister Patri- 


cia remarked, "the administration thinks 
some help will come from the state, local 
school boards, or from an amalgamation 
of funds of all churches."

Adlai E. Stevenson III, Democratic 


candidate for United States Senator, will 
bring his campaign to the Northwest sub- 
urbs this week in an attempt to crack 
what has generally been solid Republi- 
can territory. 


High point of the week for local Demo- 


crats will be visits to Palatine and Mount 
Prospect this morning. 


Stevenson, currently serving as state 


treasurer, will meet with Palatine Town- 
ship Democrats for breakfast at 9 a.m., 
today, at the Beef 'n' Barrel Restaurant, 
Alognquin Road near Quentin Road, 
Schaumburg. 


SEVERAL hundred Democrats are ex- 


pected to greet Stevenson at the break- 
fast. 


After that, Stevenson will ride to the 


Randhurst Shopping Center, Mount Pros- 
pect where he will spend about two hours 
greeting shoppers. 


Wednesday's visit to the Northwest 


suburbs follows two days of campaigning 


in Lake and DuPage Counties and in the 
eastern end of the 13th Congressional 
District. 


Monday, he swung through Lake Coun- 


ty and greeted shoppers at Old Orchard 
Shopping Center, Skokie. 


HE ALSO campaigned in Evanston and 


Elgin Monday and spent Tuesday in Du- 
Page County. 


Stevenson's visit to the Northwest sub- 


urbs is his third of the campaign against 
Sen. Ralph T. Smith. Earlier this year, 
he spoke at candidates' nights in Wheel- 
ing and Elk Grove Townships and he 
also was the featured speaker at the an- 
nual Wheeling Township Democratic Or- 
ganization dinner-dance last month. 


Monday afternoon, Stevenson told Her- 


ald reporters he considers the suburban 
area "the balance of power in the state." 


He said suburban voters are more in- 


dependent minded and do not have the 
"rigid political ideas" held by downstate 
residents or Chicagoans. 


"WITH THE population growth we've 


seen in the suburbs, it has to be consid- 
ered a very key area in the campaign," 
he added. 


Stevenson said major issues he has 


found among suburban voters have been 
mass transportation needs, pollution and 
the cost of living, with real estate taxes 
and school problems of particular finan- 
cial concern. 


"I've also found more concern with the 


war in the suburbs," he said, and ex- 
plained that a higher education level and 
greater economic threat were likely to be 
among the main reasons for the concern. 


Stevenson and Smith will meet at the 


polls on Nov. 3, with the winner getting 
the four years remaining on the term 
won by the late Sen. Everett M. Dirksen 
in 1968. 


Dirksen died in September, 1969, and 


Smith was appointed to the vacancy by 
Gov. Richard B. Ogilvie. 


Stevenson has served as treasurer 


since 1966 following a two-year term in 
the Illinois House of Representatives. 


Rolling Meadows was not available for 
comment. 


THE ALTERNATIVES mentioned in 


the questionnaire include: the closing 
down of all Catholic elementary schools 
in the archdiocese during September and 
October as a protest against the lack of 
state aid; the elimination of two grades 
in each school; the start of a shared-time 
program with public schools with the 
state paying the salaries of teachers who 
teach secular subjects; and the start of a 
central fund to which all parishes who 
can afford to contribute would do so and 
turn the money would be used to help 
those parishes who cannot support them- 
selves. 


On June 18, all pastors from the Chi- 


cago archdiocese will meet with the ta- 
bulations of their church members and a 
decision will be made as to what the 
schools will do.

Michigan, was assigned to San Antonio of 
the Class AA Texas League. 


Terms of the contract were not an- 


nounced, but Lundstedt, who reported to 
San Antonio Tuesday evening, was "very 
satisfied" and particularly happy to be 
placed at such a high classification. 


Dave Kingman of Mount Prospect, the 


Prospect High product who was the na- 
tion's top pick in the player draft, is 
playing with the University of Southern 
California in the NCAA World Series and 
will not be able to negotiate until his col- 
lege competition is completed. He was 
Delected by the San Francisco Giants. 


If local students have not yet found a 


summer job they will find the going 
rough, according to a survey of high 
school guidance departments, local in- 
dustry and the chamber of commerce. 


Mrs. Marcia Bicknase, the Forest View 


High School guidance department secre- 
tary, said, " TO don't usually get a lot of 
companies from Rolling Meadows. 


"This year I think we've had fewer 


jobs available than we've ever had since 
we started the summer placement cata- 
logue." Only one Rolling Meadows em- 
ployer registered with the high school 
this year. 


Norman Jones, the vocational coun- 


selor at Palatine High School said the 
summer employment situation is "pretty 
tough." 


Palatine has placed some students, he 


said, but in jobs that are not particularly 
good. "The job market," Jones said, "is 
not very good." 


STUDENTS HAVE been placed in jobs 


such as babysitting, bus boys, some sec- 
retarial work, and other odd jobs. 


Jones estimated that about 40 per cent 


of the students seeking jobs through Pal- 
atine have been placed. As far as finding 
a job, he said, the student's best bet is to 
find somebody he knows and get a job 
through friends. 


E. Jarrett Cairns, the guidance coun- 


selor at Fremd High School, said there 
was a problem in summer employment, 
particularly for students who are under 
16 and the seniors. 


The reason, he said, is that no one 


wants to hire someone for three months, 
spend a month training him and then 
have him leave. 


CAIRNS SAID Fremd has had some 


calls from local industry but added that 
he wished there were more. He said he 
could not estimate how many students 
his department had placed in summer 
jobs. 


The situation, he said, however, is get- 


ting better. There are summer work pro- 
grams for students sponsored 
by the 


school district. These programs, he said 
are for some general studies students 
who receive some work experience as 
part of the program. 


There is some new industry moving 


into the area, he noted, which has 
created some job openeings. 


"Still," he said, "I think it's (summer 


employment) a problem." He did note, 
however, there are many more high 
school employment programs than there 
were five years ago. 


THE ROLLING Meadows Chamber of 


Commerce sent out a questionnaire ask- 
ing 100 businesses in the city whether 
they would need summer employes. 


Chamber secretary Mrs. Bette Howes 


said 'we had only five companies an- 
swer. Master Metal Strip Service, Halli- 
crafters and Microdyne said they had no 
summer positions available. Spot Nails 
said they might hire after the truck 
strike, but Coleman Floor Company was 
the only one which said they would be 
hiring." 


In Palatine the situation appears to be 


similarly grim for summer employment. 


A SPOKESMAN for H. B. Fuller Co., 


at 315 S. Hicks, the village's largest em- 
ployer, said the company had hired 12 
summer employes and did not need any- 
more. 


The Palatine National Bank has hired 


six summer employes and does not plan 
to hire anymore, a spokesman reported.

THESE MAYS ARK divided up into 


guidelines for various forms of pollution 
air. pesticides, water conservation, solid 
waste, noise, visual blight and popu- 
lation. 


Concerning air pollution, students sug- 


gested that individuals do not burn 
leaves or trash or let their auto idle un- 
necessarily They also urged people to 
avoid using a car whenever possible, but 
keeping the car well tuned when used, 
making oral or written statements at pol- 
lution hearings and lastly, stop smoking. 


Even when the use of pesticides ap- 


pears to be absolutely necessary, the se- 
niors smd the alternatives to pest control 
should be given serious consideration. 


Some of the alternatives include plant- 


ing a mixture of trees, shrubs and gar- 
den plants instead of a mono-culture 
which encourages insect growth, removal 
of dead or diseased plants to reduce 
sources of pest populations, accept pro- 


duce with blemishes caused by insects or 
p l a n t diseases since farmers 
are 


frequently forced to use chemical sprays 
which enhance the appearance of their 
products, and encourage 
the devel- 


opment of hedgerows with a pleasant vis- 
ual effect since varied roadside vegeta- 
tion is a valuable source of insect pre- 
dators. 


IF ONE MUST use pesticides, the stu- 


dents recommended using only those 
with the following ingredients: Rotenone, 
Sevin, Malathion. Pyrethrum, and Meth- 
oxychlor 


Do not. the students warned, use pesti- 


cides which list any of these ingredients 
on the label: DDT, Dieldrin, Lindane, 
Chlordane, Heptachlor, Endrin, Aldrin, 


BHD. 
Q-4, 5, 4-D, Taxaphene, or any 


compound containing lead, mercury or 
arsenic. 


To combat water pollution, the stu- 


dents made several practical suggestions 
which one can follow in his own home. 
For example, do not use colored tissue or 
napkins since the manufacturer's dye 
pollutes streams visually and biological- 
ly, turn off all continually flowing water 
sources, and do not water your lawn in 
excess. 


Switching light bulbs not used for read- 


ing to a lower wattage can reduce home 
or office operating expense as well as the 
thermal water pollution loads at elec- 
trical generating plants. 


A cause of many forms of pollution, 


solid wastes, can be reduced in several 
ways, the students said. The general an- 
swer being to minimize waste by curtail- 
ing excessive packaging and to re-cycle 
wastes. 


ACCORDINGLY, students advised indi- 


viduals not to use nonreturnable bottles, 
not to purchase plastic packages which 


packaging. 


In the home, people can help eliminate 


excessive solid wastes by re-using paper 
bags, boxes, envelopes and other contain- 
ers, and handkerchiefs, cloth napkins 
and towels instead of paper.

for curtailing noise, visual blight and

The petition did not name Mrs. Garces

Several 
other allegations were made in the peti- 
tion that has reportedly been signed by 
34 persons. 


CIRCULATION OF the petition led to a 


strong rebuttal in the form of a state- 
ment of support for Father Morrison 
signed by 1300 persons.

59 several years ago, also spoke 
highly of Father Morrison while serving 
as an interpreter for Mrs. Garces. 


WHEN THE ILLINOIS Migrant Coun- 


cil was started in 1966, Mrs. Fernandez 
said Father Morrison "was the one that 
gave me help, providing clothes, and fur- 
niture, for the children in the program. 


"I had access to the convent anytime I 


wanted and with any family that needed 
help," she said. 


She said Father Morrison played a key 


role in helping the program along with 
many other people and organizations in 
the area, including doctors who gave free 
services to the children. 


"Still, when someone needs a house I 


get into contact with the church helpers 
that Father Morrison has under his di- 
rection," she said, "as well as the ex- 
cellent staff of the tutorial program in 
Dist.

Mobile Home Laws May Be In Trouble

Illinois municipalities no longer have 


the power to ban mobile home living or 
trailer parks from within their bound- 
aries, the Wheeling village attorney told 
the village board Monday. 


In a report to the board Village Atty. 


Paul Hamer said a May decision by the 
Illinois Supreme Court has made local 
ordinances banning any living In trailers 
or mobile homes "no longer enfor- 
ceable." Wheeling must begin work on 
new ordinances to regulate rather than 
prohibit mobile home livng, Hamer said. 


Hamer's report to the board was the 


result of a petition from an attorney, 
James A Thompson, which noted the re- 
cent Supreme Court reversal and asked 
Wheeling to amend local ordinances so 
that mobile home parks could be built in 
the village under planned development 
zoning. 


THOMPSON represents concerns inter- 


ested in building a trailer park on prop- 
erty adjacent to the Servitte Sisters' Ad- 
dolorata Villa on McHenry Road in 
Wheeling. 


Although in a letter to the village 


board he said that tthe Servile Sister's 
Inc., current owners of the property, are 
responsible for the petition, Sister Mary 
Lucy of the Villa told the Herald yester- 
day that Thompson does not represent 
the sisters.

Illinois statutes do grant municipalities 


the specific right to "locate and regulate 
accommodating persons in house trailers 
the use and construction of ... 
camps 


accommodating persons in house trailers 
. . " Hamer noted. 


Wheeling's ordinance prohibiting trail- 


er living had been based on that statute, 
he said. 


The May case, "the City of Sparta vs. 


Brenning et al," appears to be a com- 
plete reversal of the prior decision of the 
Supreme Court," Hamer said. 


THE COURT held in the new case, 


Hamer said, that municipalities have 
"no power to prohibit absolutely the 
use of a single trailer for residence pur- 
poses upon any parcel of land within the 
city." 


Municipalities can, the court 
said, 


regulate lot area, minimum floor areas, 


building materials, and setback lines . ' 


"Thus," Hamer wrote, "the court will 


recognize reasonable regulations but no 
longer permit a municipality to prohibit 
trailers for residential purposes." 


A June 3 Illinois Municipal League 


newsletter, received by the board, said 


the league "could probably attempt to 
have legislation passed in the 1971 ses- 
sion lof the General Assembly) specifi- 
cally granting such powers (to prohibit 
mobile home parks) ... but legislation 
of this type would probably be difficult to 
pass." 


Chotiner Drops Zoning Request

Appeals was let off the hook Monday 
night. 


Burt Chotiner, assistant administrator 


at Northwest Community Hospital, with- 
drew his petition for a variation in use 
allowing a resale shop to be established 
at 631 W. Kirchoff Rd. after realizing 
that the surrounding neighbors were 
against the proposed use.

•chools score higher than average on na- 
tionally used untelligence and achieve- 
ment tests according to Richard Percy, 
assistant superingenclent. 


"But we can't consider these scores as 


permanently acceptable because nothing 
is so good it could not be better." Percy 
told school board members Monday. 


At a special meeting of the school 


hoard. Percy presented a report on pupil 
achievement and an overview of the cur- 
riculum. 


To measure intelligence quotient <1Q> 


the district uses the SRA test of Primary 
Mental 
Abilities for kindergarten and 


fourth and sixth grades and the Kuhl- 
mann-Anderson tests forifrst grade. 


According to Percy, both tests provide 


statistical information which can help 
the teachers to predict academic success 
and evaluate individual differences. The 
tests measure facility in verbal meaning, 
number concepts, reasoning, perceptual 
speed and spatial relationships. 


"1Q TESTS DO identify to the best of 


nnr knowledge, native ability. We look at 
these scores and decide what kind of in- 
dividual 
instruction 
is needed," Per- 


cy said. 


"For example." he said. "If we find a 


pupil to be slightly below average it 
would be stupid for him to take calcu- 
lus." 


The average IQ in Dist. '•>"! was 114 in 


1969. 14 points higher than the national 
average of loo and 4 points higher than 
the normal range of 90-lin. 


Percy warned school hoard members 


not to assume "four or five points higher 
makes us academically unique " 


He stressed the IQ score is best used to 


predict and should be used only as a de- 
vice for building expectancies in the area 
of academic achievement and not as a 
means of determining life success. 


"While ve are slightly above range in 


IQ scores, we are considerably above 
normal range in achievement tests," he 
told board members. 


DIST. 57 USES THE Iowa Tests of 


Basic Skills to measure the growth of a 
student in a specific learning area. These 
tests measure certain skills involved in 
reading, work study, language and arith- 
metic and according to Dr. Percy, are of 
vital importance to the whole educational 
development of the student. 


The tests measure a student's achieve- 


ment in relation to his grade level. 


On a composite average, an average of 


all student scores in all areas, students 
in Mount Prospect score from four to 
seven months above grade level. 


Percy told board members 
these 


scores are most important in identifying 
specific weaknesses in the individual stu- 
dent's achievement which in turn pro- 
vides the teacher with a guide to help the 
student. 


Looking at the district's curriculum, 


Percy said the district has been "most 
generous" with instructional supplies, in- 
cluding textbooks and audio-visual equip- 
ment. 


"But we can do much more." he said. 


He said in the future the district will 
have to enlarge the schools' libraries to 
keep up with the educational pace. 


PERCY TOLD BOARD members he 


was impressed by the teacher-pupil ratio 
of the district. The ratio is one teacher 
for every 25 students and is measured by 
actual face-to-face contact between stu- 
dents and teacher. 


Percy said in other schools the count 


o f t e n 
includes administrators 
and 


"sounds good until you look into the 
classrooms." 


Curriculum improvement is always 


needed, according to Percy. He said al- 
though the district has a sound set of 
educational goals, they are in extremely 
broad terms and hopes they will be 
"spelled out" in the future. 


He said curriculum improvement will 


not be achieved until the whole staff is 
"involved in a commitment to what is 
going on in the school system." 


"There is no place for splinter groups 


who oppose any part of the curricu- 
lum," he said. 


Although Mount Prospect schools have 


done "remarkably 
well" in spite of 


frequent changes in the administration, 
there is a need for a consistency in mate- 
rials so money is not wasted if a new 
administrator comes in and rejects the 
old materials, Percy said. 


Percy said he was also concerned 


about the accountability of resources. He 
said both the administration and the 
school board will have to decide if the 
money spent on education in the district 
is bringing the desired results. 


A NEW PATTERN of public and hu- 


man relations was recommended by Per- 
cy. He told the board the district has to 
involve the people and make them real- 


ize their opinions are wanted. 


The district also needs more in-service 


staff training more "applicable to the 
task at hand," according to Percy. 


In-service training is a plan which pro- 


vides means for teachers to study their 
subject areas and continuously improve 
teaching methods and material. 


"In-service training leads the staff to 


do a better job in the classroom," Percy 
said. 


School board members agreed with 


Percy that change is constantly needed 
to improve student's achievement but 
have yet made no definite decisions on 
how to study and implement Percy's pro- 
posals.

tionless bobber floating lazily at the end 
of the line. 


It was the Mount Prospect Park Dis- 


trict's father-son fishing day and about 
70 youngsters made the trip with their 
dads. 


The two busloads of amateur fish- 


ermen who sat along the edge of the lake 
from 7 a.m. to 2:30 p.m. were mainly 
interested in catching fish. But more im- 
portant than whether the fish were bit- 
ing, was that the fathers were getting a 
chance to spend some time with their 
children. Mothers weren't allowed. 


THEY WERE IN groups of two's. 


three's and four's. If a fish was hooked 
within the first half hour, they'd stay in 
the same spot. If they didn't, they'd grab 
the poles, bait box and folding chairs and 
hike to a spot a few hundred yards down 
the shore where the fish were rumored to 
be biting. 


The fathers baited the hooks, did the 


casting and untangled the lines, but no- 
body would dispute who got credit for 
catching the fish. The youngsters did. 


Most of the fish were small, but an 


occasional rainbow trout spied in a 
neighbor's fishing bucket gave hope to 
the less fortunate. 


William Selep. a large, good-naturcrl 


man who is on the park board, spent the 
day roaming around the lake giving ad- 
vice and, if necessary, helping a father 
or son cast the line out far enough inio 
the lake. 


New fishing poles were given to the 


youngsters who caught the first trout, the 
most fish and the smallest fish. 


THE FIRST TROUT was registered by 


Mike Moorhouse, a 10-year-old who lives 
at 1403 N. Cypress in Mount Prospect. 
The fish was 14-inches-long and weighed 
three-fourths of a pound. 


Mike Thompson caught the most fish, 


24, and Robbie Chambers had the dis- 
tinction of landing the smallest fish, 
which was a scale over two and one-half 
inches. 


The man-made lake, formerly a rock 


quarry, is located west of Barrington, 
about '/t mile north of Route 14 on Pep- 
per Road. The owners, Mike De Bolt and 
Max Maitland, keep the lake stocked 
with trout, crappies, rock bass, perch, 
bullheads and channel cats. 


Maitland, a small man with a reddish 


complexion, hates to see anyone go home 
skunked and would occasionally visit the 
fishermen to tell them where the major- 
ity of the fish could be found. 


EARLY IN THE afternoon a pickup 


truck loaded with trout arrived at the 
lake, catching the eyes of the fishermen 
as it made its way to a shallow point on 
the lake. 


Selep, riding in the back, hollered "I 


got mine." 


"Gimme one," said a frustrated an- 


gler. "Just one is all I ask." 


As soon as the truck pulled to a halt it- 


was immediately surrounded by a throng 
of youngsters armed with baited hooks. 


The tailgate at the back of the truck 


went down and hundreds of fish, flapping 
and squirming in protest, tumbled out 
the back of the truck and into the shal- 
low, clear water. 


Screeching with excitement, the young- 


sters waded into the water, being careful 
not to kick any of the trout. 


"Come on, bite it," cried one youngster 


dangling his worm inches from the nose 
of one particular fish. 


THE 
TROUT, 
TOO confused 
and 


scared to think about nibbling night 
crawlers, didn't take the bait. So the 
youngster, sporting a baseball cap and 
white T-shirt, simply reached down and 
plucked the fish out of the water. 


Another young frustrated 
fisherman 


decided it would be'more productive to 
place his net under the water near the 
shoreline and, as he put, it, "Scoop 'em 
out."

(LACO) calling for the immediate re- 
moval of Father Morrison. 


"I'm ashamed of what has happened," 


she told a reporter who visited with her. 


"I do not want to be an enemy with the 


church. I want peace," she said. 


THE PETITION circulated in recent 


weeks charged that Father Morrison ob- 
structed justice by advising Mrs. Garces 
almost three years ago not to sue the 
Klehm nursery for compensation when 
her husband, Cornelio, 40, an employe, 
drowned in a lake on the nursery on 
south Arlington Heights Road, Ell: Grove 
Township. 


The petition did not name Mrs. Garces 


or the Klehms but referred to them only 
as .'.ie widow and the nursery. Several 
other allegations were made in the peti- 
tion that has reportedly been signed by 
34 persons. 


CIRCULATION OF the petition led to a 


strong rebuttal in the form of a state- 
ment of support for Father Morrison 
signed by 1300 persons. The statement 
appeared in a full-page ad in Monday's 
Herald. 


Louis Archbold, a spokesman for 


LACO, said yesterday the organization 
would stand behind the petition, though 
withdrawing the section asking for the 
removal of Father Morrison. 


He said the statement signed by the 


1,300 persons in support of the pastor 
would serve as a mandate for the priest 
to go forward and alleviate the problems 
of the sick, needy and helpless. 


MRS. GARCES said it was true, Fa- 


ther Morrison advised her not to sue but 
that she felt that because he is a priest 
he should not advise persons to sue be- 
cause of his religious feelings. 


She did sue later but lost the case, she 


said. 


Mrs. Garces has since had to raise five 


children, working 60 hours a week as a 
domestic and mold machine operator in 
the area. Her eldest son, Armando, 21, 
recently left to serve in the Navy. 


Mrs. Blanca Fernandez, a substitute 


teacher who established the Spanish- 
American tutorial program in School 
Dist. 59 several years ago, also spoke 
highly of Father Morrison while serving 
as an interpreter for Mrs. Garces. 


WHEN THE ILLINOIS Migrant Coun- 


cil was started in 1966, Mrs. Fernandez 
said Father Morrison "was the one that 
gave me help, providing clothes, and fur- 
niture, for the children in the program. 


"I had access to the convent anytime I 


wanted and with any family that needed 
help," she said. 


She said Father Morrison played a key 


role in helping the program along with 


many other people and organizations in 
the area, including doctors who gave free 
services to the children. 


"Still, when someone needs a house I 


get into contact with the church helpers 
that Father Morrison has under his di- 
rection," she said, "as well as the ex- 
cellent staff of the, tutorial program in 
Dist. 59." 


Mrs. Fernandez, who is leaving this 


week to live in Puerto Rico, arranged 
the interview, to clear up the controversy 
created by criticism of Father Morrison. 


Board Rejects 
Petitions for Aid 


A petition asking that the Elk Grove

Students in Mount Prospect wdist. 57 


schools score higher than average on n;i- 
tinnally used untelligcnce and achieve- 
ment trsts according to Richard Percy, 
assistant superingcndcnt. 


"But we can't consider ihcsr scores as 


permanently acceptable because nothing 
is so good it could not be better." Percy 
told school board members Monday. 


At a special meeting of the school 


board. Percy presented a report on pupil 
achievement and an overview of the cur- 
riculum. 


To measure intelligence quotient (IQ> 


the distrct uses the SRA test of Primary 
Mental Abilities for kindergarten and 
fourth and sixth grades and the Kuhl- 
mann-Anderson tests fonfrst grade. 


According to Percy, both tests provide 


statistical information which can help 
the teachers to predict academic success 
and evaluate individual differences. The 
tests measure facility in verbal meaning, 
number concepts, reasoning, perceptual 
speed and spatial relationships. 


"IQ TESTS DO identify to the best of 


nur knowledge, native ability. We look at 
thrse scores and decide what kind of in- 
dividual instruction is needed," Per- 
cy said. 


"For example." he said. "If we find a 


pupil to be slightly belnw average it 
would be stupid for him to take calcu- 
lus." 


The average IQ in Dist 57 was 114 in 


l%9. 14 points higher than the national 
average of too and 4 points higher than 
the normal range of 90-110. 


Percy warned school board members 


not to assume "four or five points higher 
makes us academically unique." 


He stressed the IQ score is best used to 


predict and should be used only as a de- 
vice for building expectancies in the area 
of academic achievement and not as a 
means of determining life success. 


"While we are slightly above range in 


IQ scores, we are considerably above 
normal range in achievement tests," he 
told hoard members. 


DIST. 57 USES THE Iowa Tests of 


Basic Skills to measure the growth of a 
student in a specific learning area. These 
tests measure certain skills involved in 
reading, work study, language and arith- 
metic and according to Dr. Percy, are of 
vital importance to the whole educational 
development of the student. 


The tests measure a student's achieve- 


ment in relation to his grade level. 


On a composite average, an average of 


all student scores in all areas, students 
in Mount Prospect score from four to 
seven months above grade level. 


Percy told board members these 


scores are most important in identifying 
specific weaknesses in the individual stu- 
dent's achievement which in turn pro- 
vides the teacher with a guide to help the 
student. 


Looking at the district's curriculum, 


Percy said the district has been "most 
generous" with instructional supplies, in- 
cluding textbooks and audio-visual equip- 
ment. 


"But we can do much more," he said. 


He said in the future the district will 
have to enlarge the schools' libraries to 
keep up with the educational pace. 


PERCY TOLD BOARD members he 


was impressed by the teacher-pupil ratio 
of the district. The ratio is one teacher 
for every 25 students and is measured by 
actual face-to-face contact between stu- 
dents and teacher. 


Percy said in other schools the count 


o f t e n 
includes administrators and 


"sounds good until you look into the 
classrooms." 


Curriculum improvement is always 


needed, according to Percy. He said al- 
though the district has a sound set of 
educational goals, they are in extremely 
broad terms and hopes they will be 
"spelled out" in the future. 


He said curriculum improvement will 


not be achieved until the whole staff is 
"involved in a commitment to what is 
going on in the school system." 


"There is no place for splinter groups 


who oppose any part of the curricu- 
lum," he said. 


Although Mount Prospect schools have 


done "remarkably well" in spite of 
frequent changes in the administration, 
there is a need for a consistency in mate- 
rials so money is not wasted if a new 
administrator comes in and rejects the 
old materials, Percy said. 


Percy said he was also concerned 


about the accountability of resources. He 
said both the administration and the 
school board will have to decide if the 
money spent on education in the district 
is bringing the desired results. 


A NEW PATTERN of public and hu- 


man relations was recommended by Per- 
cy. He told the board the district has to 
involve the people and make them real- 


ize their opinions are wanted. 


The district also needs more in-service 


staff training more "applicable 
to the 


task at hand," according to Percy. 


In-service training is a plan which pro- 


vides means for teachers to study their 
subject areas and continuously improve 
teaching methods and material. 


"In-service training leads the staff to 


do a better job in the classroom," Percy 
said. 


School board members agreed with 


Percy that change is constantly needed 
to improve student's achievement but 
have yet made no definite decisions on 
how to study and implement Percy's pro- 
posals. 


Suicide Try In Jail Fails 


A 26-year-old Des Plaines man, for- 


merly of Arlington Heights, apparently 
attempted to hang himself Monday night 
in the jail of the Mount Prospect police 
station. 


George Washington Pennington III, of 


2210 Webster Lane, apparently tried to 
hang himself with a blanket when he tied 
one end of the blanket around his neck 
and the other end to the top rung of the 
cell door, police said. 


Police Chief Newell Esmond said radio 


operator Michael Kilfoy found Penning- 
ton hanging in his cell at about 11:30 
p.m. Kilfoy then summoned several po- 
lice officers, who cut the blanket in order 
to release Pennington, who was uncon- 
scious but still breathing. 


KILFOY THEN summoned firemen, 


who applied external heart massage and 
administered oxygen in an attempt to re- 
vive Pennington, who was then trans- 
ported to Northwest Community Hospital 
in Arlington Heights. 


Following an examination by physi- 


cians in the emergency ward, Penning- 
ton's condition was described as "under 
the influence of drugs, probably 'speed'." 
A hospital physician then recommended 
police transport Pennington to Chicago 
State Hospital, where he would be admit- 
ted on an emergency basis. 


Mount Prospect police requested an 


ambulance from the Lauterburg and 
Oehler Funeral 
Home in Arlington 


Heights to transport Pennington to the 
Chicago hospital. On arrival at Chicago 
State Hospital, a physician told police 


Pennington could not be admitted with- 
out a court order and certificate of need 
for hospitalization, signed by a physi- 
cian. 


ESMOND SAID Pennington was then 


returned to the Mount Prospect police 
station, where he was released to Cook 
County Sheriff's police Tuesday morning. 


Pennington was jailed Saturday for 


possession of a hypodermic syringe, and 
bail was set at $2,500 by a Cook County 
Circuit Court judge. Pennington, unable 
to post bond, was confined in the Mount 
Prospect jail pending transportation to 
the Cook County Jail, when he allegedly 
attempted to hang himself. 


Esmond said Pennington was appre- 


hended by police Saturday for driving a 
motorcycle with loud mufflers.

Nobody seemed to care that the fish 


weren't biting at Pepper Lake near Bar- 
rington Sunday morning. 


Every once in awhile somebody along 


the shore line would holler "I got a 
trout," but the majority of the time was 
spent sitting on uncomfortable rocky 
ground under a hot sun watching a mo- 
tionless bobber floating lazily at the end 
of the line. 


It was the Mount Prospect Park Dis- 


trict's father-son fishing day and about 
70 youngsters made the trip with their 
dads. 


The two busloads of amateur fish- 


ermen who sat along the edge of the lake 
from 7 a.m. to 2:30 p.m. were mainly 
interested in catching fish. But more im- 
portant than whether the fish were bit- 
ing, was that the fathers were getting a 
chance to spend some time with their 
children. Mothers weren't allowed. 


THEY WERE IN groups of two's, 


three's and four's. If a fish was hooked 
within the first half hour, they'd stay in 
the same spot. If they didn't, they'd grab 
the poles, bait box and folding chairs and 
hike to a spot a few hundred yards down 
the shore where the fish were rumored to 
be biting. 


The fathers baited the hooks, did the 


casting and untangled the lines, but no- 
body would dispute who got credit for 
catching the fish. The youngsters did. 


Most of the fish were small, but an 


occasional rainbow trout spied in a 
neighbor's fishing bucket gave hope to 
the less fortunate. 


William Selep, a large, good-natured 


man who is on the park board, spent the 
day roaming around the lake giving ad- 
vice and, if necessary, helping a father 
or son cast the line out far enough into 
the lake. 


New fishing poles were given to the 


youngsters who caught the first trout, the 
most fish and the smallest fish. 


THE FIRST TROUT was registered by 


Mike Moorhouse, a 10-year-old who lives 
at 1403 N. Cypress in Mount Prospect. 
The fish was 14-inches-long and weighed 
three-fourths of a pound. 


Mike Thompson caught the most fish, 


24, and Robbie Chambers had the dis- 
tinction of landing the smallest fish, 
which was a scale over two and one-half 
inches. 


The man-made lake, formerly a rock 


quarry, is located west of Barrington, 
about */4 mile north of Route 14 on Pep- 
per Road. The owners, Mike De Bolt and 
Max Maitland, keep the lake stocked 
with trout, crappies, rock bass, perch, 
bullheads and channel cats. 


Maitland, a small man with a reddish 


complexion, hates to see anyone go home 
skunked and would occasionally visit the 
fishermen to tell them where the major- 
ity of the fish could be found. 


EARLY IN THE afternoon a pickup 


truck loaded with trout arrived at the 
lake, catching the eyes of the fishermen 
as it made its way to a shallow point on 
the lake. 


Selep, riding in the back, hollered ''I 


got mine." 


"Gimme one," said a frustrated an- 


gler. "Just one is all I ask." 


As soon as the truck pulled to a halt it 


was immediately surrounded by a throng 
of youngsters armed with baited hooks. 


The tailgate at the back of the truck 


went down and hundreds of fish, flapping 
and squirming in protest, tumbled out 
the back of the truck and into the shal- 
low, clear water. 


Screeching with excitement, the young- 


sters waded into the water, being careful 
not to kick any of the trout. 


"Come on, bite it," cried one youngster 


dangling his worm inches from the nose 
of one particular fish. 


THE 
TROUT, TOO confused and 


scared to think about nibbling night 
crawlers, didn't take the bait. So the 
youngster, sporting a baseball cap and 
white T-shirt, simply reached down and 
plucked the fish out of the water.

"I am not against anybody, especially 


Father Morrison," said Mrs. Garces, of 
2109 S. Arlington Heights Road, Arlington 
Heights. 


She said she did not know she would be 


used in the petition circulated by the Lat- 
in American Community Organization 
(LACO) calling for the immediate re- 
moval of Father Morrison. 


"I'm ashamed of what has happened," 


she told a reporter who visited with her. 


"I do not want to be an enemy with the 


church. I want peace," she said. 


THE PETITION circulated in recent 


weeks charged that Father Morrison ob- 
structed justice by advising Mrs. Garces 
almost three years ago not to sue the 
Klehm nursery for compensation when 
her husband, Cornelio, 40, an employe, 
drowned in a lake on the nursery on 
south Arlington Heights Road, Elk Grove 
Township. 


The petition did not name Mrs. Garces 


or the Klehms but referred to them only 
as .:ie widow and the nursery. Several 
other allegations were made in the peti- 
tion that has reportedly been signed by 
34 persons. 


CIRCULATION OF the petition led to a 


strong rebuttal in the form of a state- 
ment of support for Father Morrison 
signed by 1300 persons. The statement 
appeared in a full-page ad in Monday's 
Herald. 


Louis Archbold, a spokesman for 


LACO, said yesterday the organization 
would stand behind the petition, though 
withdrawing the section asking for the 
removal of Father Morrison. 


He said the statement signed by the 


1,300 persons in support of the pastor 
would serve as a mandate for the priest 
to go forward and alleviate the problems 
of the sick, needy and helpless. 


MRS. GARCES said it was true, Fa- 


ther Morrison advised her not to sue but 
that she felt that because he is a priest 
he should not advise persons to sue be- 
cause of his religious feelings. 


She did sue later but lost the case, she 


said. 


Mrs. Garces has since had to raise five 


children, working 60 hours a week as a 
domestic and mold machine operator in 
the area. Her eldest son, Armando, 21, 
recently left to serve in the Navy. 


Mrs. Blanca Fernandez, a substitute 


teacher who established the Spanish- 
American tutorial program in School 
Dist. 59 several years ago, also spoke 
highly of Father Morrison while serving 
as an interpreter for Mrs. Garces. 


WHEN THE ILLINOIS Migrant Coun- 


cil was started in 1966, Mrs. Fernandez 
said Father Morrison "was the one that 
gave me help, providing clothes, and fur- 
niture, for the children in the program. 


"I had access to the convent anytime I 


wanted and with any family that needed 
help," she said. 


She said Father Morrison played a key 


role in helping the program along with 
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The 
Republican 
Oryanization of 


S c h a u m b u r g Township (ROOST) 
recently attacked Harper College stu- 
dents, faculty and board for flying the 
American flag at half-staff last month. 


ROOST's executive board unanimously 


passed a resolution condemning "the for- 
cible lowering of the flag to half by some 
students and faculty members and "cas- 
tigated the Harper Board for condoning 
the action officially after the fact," last 
week. 


(The flag was lowered to half-staff by 


students following the shooting deaths of 
four Kent State students in Ohio.)

"IF THE POOL doesn't open by July 


12. the rates will be reduced by 30 per 
cent, and those residents who have al- 
ready paid will receive a 30 per cent re- 
fund," explained Weiss. "If it doesn't 
open by Aug. 10, they will receive an ad- 
ditional 30 per cent refund, or a total of 
60 per cent." 


A system has also been formulated to 


keep pool employes busy before the pool 
is completed. The pool manager, a coach 
from Glenbrook High School, will also 
teach tennis. And the four male pool 
lifeguards will do maintenance work on 
park grounds until the opening. 


Three of the four female lifeguards will 


fill in as playground supervisors, while 
the fourth, a teacher at Niles West High 
School, will work in the office.

Hersey will visit the Dist. 214 high school 
named in his honor two years ago, 
Thursday to pay his respects to the 
school's first graduating class. 


Hersey will talk to students during af- 


ternoon classes Thursday in the school 
library. Later, at 8 p.m., he will sit on a 
platform with school personnel during 
commencement services and address a 
"few brief words" to the students. 


According to Hersey High School Prin- 


cipal Roland Coins, the novelist "has re- 
quested he not be asked to give a pre- 
pared speech or attend a press confer- 
ence." 


This will be Hersey's second visit to 


the school. In November, 1968, he helped 
dedicate the building at the formal open- 
ing of the sixth school in High School 
Dist. 214. 


AT THAT TIME, he said, ''I have been 


a lucky man in terms of this world's re- 
wards, but this stands in my mind as one 
of the greatest honors I, or any writer, 
could be given. What you have offered 
me is an ever-renewing place in the 
minds of the young as they come along." 


This year, in a letter to a Hersey stu- 


dent declining an invitation to speak at 
the school during the moratorium, Her- 
sey revealed how atune he is with to- 
day's youth. "The reason for my own in- 
volvement in the moratorium, is that I 
have seen how the Vietnam war morally 
undermines so very many of the students 


(Hersey is a Master at the college of 
Yale University.) 


"Large numbers of young people, 


though under 21 and unable to vote, are 
asked to serve in the armed forces and 
to fight in a war they regard as morally 
indefensible," continued Hersey. 


"I FEEL THAT IN attempting to dis- 


credit those who do not agree with him, 
President Nixon is miscalculating the 
depth of concern and sincere doubts 
many young people feel about this war." 


Hersey has become renowned for his 


perception of human tenacity and dignity 
since he was awarded the Pulitzer Prize 
in literature for "A Bell For Adano" in 
1945. 


He has also written "Hiroshima" 


(1946), "The Wall" (1950), "The Child 
Buyer" (1!)52), "White Lotus" (1964), 
an "The Algiers Motel Incident" (1968). 


The underlying theme in most of Her- 


sey's novels is human relationships and 
personal heroism. In dealing with politi- 
cal subjects, Hersey shows a forceful so- 
cial consciousness. "Newsweek" refers 
to him as "a master of crisis Journal- 
ism." 


HERSEY WAS BORN 
in 
Tientsin, 


China, in 1914, and was brought to t"ie 
United States at the age of 11. He attend- 
ed Yale University, where he was one of 
the few left-footed kickers in collegiate 
football. 


He has been active on both city and 


county school boards, and has served as 
a consultant to the fund for the Advance- 
ment of Education.

2210 Webster Lane, apparently tried to 
hang himself with a blanket when he tied 
one end of the blanket around his neck 
and the oth-r end to the top rung of the 
cell door, police said. 


Police Chief Newell Esmond said radio 


operator Michael Kilfoy found Penning- 
ton hanging in his cell at about 11:30 
p.m. Kilfoy then summoned several po- 
lice officers, who cut the blanket in order 
to release Pennington, who was uncon- 
scious but still breathing. 


KILFOV THEN summoned firemen, 


who applied external heart massage and 
administered oxygen in an attempt to re- 
vive Pennington, who was then trans- 
ported to Northwest Community Hospital 
in Arlington Heights. 


Following an examination by physi- 


cians in the emergency ward, Penning- 
ton's condition was described as "under 
the influence of drugs, probably 'speed'."

Pennington was jailed Saturday for 


possession of a hypodermic syringe, and 
bail was set at $2.500 by a Cook County 
Circuit Court judge. Pennington, unable 
to post bond, was confined in the Mount 
Prospect jail pending transportation to 
the Cook County Jail, when he allegedly 
attempted to hang himself. 


Esmond said Pennington was appre- 


hended by police Saturday for driving a 
motorcycle with loud mufflers.

Recreation Development Is Eyed 


The Prospect Heights Dist. 23 board of 


education and the Prospect Heights park 
district have agreed to jointly utilize and 
develop school properties for recreation. 


At their respective meetings Monday 


night, the park and school boards ap- 
proved a formal agreement which may 
be renewed annually. 


The park district is interested in using 


school facilities and the school district is 
interested in developing school land. 


In return for the privilege of using 


school grounds and buildings, the park 
district has agreed to maintain and im- 
prove these specified areas. However, 
school programs will take priority over 


park programs on school property. 


IN ADDITION, Dist. 23 residents may 


participate in all park programs at in- 
district rates. But park district residents 
will have priority in park programs. 


The agreement specifically affects five 


acres at John "Muir School, located at 
Oak Street and Drake Terr., and six 
acres at Eisenhower School at Elm 
Street and McDcnald Road. 


The Dist. 23 three school campus site 


at Palatine and Schoenbeck roads is in 
the Arlington Heights Park District. The 
school district has had a working agree- 
ment with the Arlington park district for 
a number of years, 


In the past, the Prospect Heights Park 


District used school facilities in accor- 
dance with the rental policy of the school 
district. However, recently district per- 
sonnel purchased a pick up truck and a 
tractor so they are now able to fulfill the 
maintenance and improvement aspect of 
the park-school agreement. 


THE MOST IMMEDIATE concern of 


the park district, at this point, is how to 
secure the funds necessary to begin im- 
provement of school grounds. 


At the Monday night meeting, the park 


commissioners questioned the feasibility 
of selling general obligation bonds on the 
current market. 


"We know what architect firm we want 


to hire (the Chicago Park District archi- 
tects), and we know the cost of park de- 
velopment," Bill Kuhns, park board 
president, said. "But we don't know how 
we will get the money." 


Development of the land will probably 


mean some raise in taxes for park dis- 
trict residents. However, Kuhns said a 
referendum may not be necessary. "If 
we stay under one-half per cent of our 
assessed valuation (about $22 million) in 
our bond sale, we won't have to go for a 
referendum." 


THE PROSPECT HEIGHTS park com- 
missioners have reviewed Chicago Park 


District architect's proposal to prepare 
drawings for development of both the 
Muir and Eisenhower site. The total ex- 
penditure will range between $50.000 and 
$60,000. 


Park commissioners have recommend- 


ed possibly two baseball diamonds, a 
footba'.l field, a sled hill, and two play- 
ground areas for the Eisenhower site. 


A baseball diamond has also been sug- 


gested for the Muir site. The park com- 
missioners already approved an ex- 
penditure of S845.30 to the Accurate 
Fencing Co. for a baseball backstop at 
the school, but plan to wait until archi- 
tect's drawings have been completed be- 
fore making the purchase.

structed justice by advising Mrs. Garces 
almost three years ago not to sue the 
Klehm nursery for compensation when 
her husband, Cornelio, 40, an employe, 
drowned in a lake on the nursery on 
south Arlington Heights Road, Elk Grove 
Township. 


The petition did not name Mrs. Garces 


or the Klehms but referred to them only 
as .he widow and the nursery. Several 
other allegations were made in the peti- 
tion that has reportedly been signed by 
34 persons. 


CIRCULATION OF the petition led to a 


strong rebuttal in the form of a state- 
ment of support for Father Morrison 
signed by 1300 persons. The statement 
appeared in a full-page ad in Monday's 
Herald.

He said the statement signed by the 


1,300 persons in support of the pastor 
would serve as a mandate for the priest 
to go forward and alleviate the problems 
of the sick, needy and helpless. 


MRS. 
GARCES said it was true, Fa- 


ther Morrison advised her not to sue but 
that she felt that because he is a priest 
he should not advise persons to sue be- 
cause of his religious feelings. 


She did sue later but lost the case, she 


said. 


Mrs. Garces has since had to raise five 


children, working 60 hours a week as a 
domestic and mold machine operator in 
the area. Her eldest son, Armando, 21, 
recently left to serve in the Navy. 


Mrs. Blanca Fernandez, a substitute 


teacher who established the Spanish- 
American tutorial program in School 
Dist. 59 several years ago, also spoke 
highly of Father Morrison while serving 
as an interpreter for Mrs. Garces. 


WHEN THE ILLINOIS Migrant Coun- 


cil was started in 1966, Mrs. Fernandez 
said Father Morrison "was the one that 
gave me help, providing clothes, and fur- 
niture, for the children in the program. 


"I had access to the convent anytime I 


wanted and with any family that needed 
help," she said. 


She said Father Morrison played a key 


role in helping the program along with 


many other people and organizations in 
the area, including doctors who gave free 
services to the children. 


"Still, when someone needs a house I 


get into contact with the church helpers 
that Father Morrison has under his di- 
rection," she said, "as well as the ex- 
cellent staff of the tutorial program in 
Dist. 59." 


Mrs. Fernandez, who is leaving this 


week to live in Puerto Rico, arranged 
the interview, to clear up the controversy 
created by criticism of Father Morrison. 


Board Rejects

Local Mobile Home Laws May Be In Trouble

Illinois municipalities no longer have 


the power to ban mobile home living or 
trailer parks from within their bound- 
aries, the Wheeling village attorney told 
the village board Monday 


Tn a report to the board Village Atty. 


Pa il Hamer said a May decision by the 
Illinois Supreme Court has made local 
ordinances banning any living 1n trailers 
or mobile homes "no longer enfor- 
ceable " Wheeling must begin work nn 
new ordinances to regulate rather than 
prohibit mobile home livng. Hamcr said. 


Harrier's report to the board was the 


result of a petition from an attorney, 
James A. Thompson, which noted the re- 
cent Supreme Court reversal and asked 
Wheeling to amend local ordinances so 
that mobile home parks could be built in 
the village under planned development 
zoning. 


THOMPSON represents concerns inter- 


ested in building a trailer park on prop- 
erty adjacent to the Servitte Sisters' Ad- 
dolorata Villa on McHenry Road in 
Wheeling. 


Although in a letter to the village 


board he said that tthe Servite Sister's 
Inc., current owners of the property, are 


responsible for the petition, Sister Mary 
Lucy of the Villa told the Herald yester- 
day that Thompson does not represent 
the sisters. 


She said he is the attorney for the con- 


tract purchasers of the property, a trust 
whose beneficiaries have not been re- 
vealed. 


Wheeling's village board Monday di- 


rected the zoning board of appeals to 
hold hearings on the request for a 
planned development zonning classifica- 
tion for the mobile home park, 


Trustee Ira Bird said that the board 


"must act with haste because we have 


no controls" over mobile home parks 
which might be built now in Wheeling. 


HAMER EXPLAINED that the Wheel- 


ing ordinance which bans trailers was 
based on a 1936 Court decision which 
held that if a village has the power to 
regulate it also has the power to prohibit. 
Hamer said that decision had been up- 
held by the Court as recently as 1965. 


Illinois statutes do grant municipalities 


the specific right to "locate and regulate 
accommodating persons in house trailers 
the use and construction of ... camps 
accommodating persons in house trailers 
..." Hamer noted. 


Wheeling's ordinance prohibiting trail- 


er living had been based on that statute, 
he said. 


The May case, "the City of Sparta vs. 


Brenning et al," appears to be a com- 
plete reversal of the prior decision of the 
Supreme Court," Hamer said. 


THE COURT held in the new case, 


Hamer said, that municipalities have 
"no power to prohibit absolutely the 
use of a single trailer for residence pur- 
poses upon any parcel of land within the 
city." 


Municipalities can, the court said, 


regulate lot area, minimum floor areas, 


building materials, and setback lines.." 


"Thus," Hamer wrote, "the court will 


recognize reasonable regulations but no 
longer permit a municipality to prohibit 
trailers for residential purposes." 


A June 3 Illinois Municipal League 


newsletter, received by the board, said 
the league "could probably attempt to 
have legislation passed in the 1971 ses- 
sion (of the General Assembly) specifi- 
cally granting such powers (to prohibit 
mobile home parks) ... but legislation 
of this type would probably be difficult to 
pass."

"I ve had a lot fun with thr students in 


the past year. Amateur rocketry seems 
to bp catching on with quite a few 
people, school-age and the older ones as 
well," Ciszek commented.

fall As part of the team teaching pro- 
gram which was stated at that time, the 
fifth and sixth graders were given free 
time on Wednesday mornings to join in- 
terest groups and learn more about sub- 
jects that appealed to them

He heard about thr new program and 
volunteered to tench interested students 
about amateur rocketry 
The classes 


proved to be popular with the students, 
particularly with the boys, and more and 
more of the youngsters joined in the ac- 
tivities. 


In the winter months, he drew up fact 


sheets about various facets of rocketry 
for the children, and quizzed them on 
what they were learning. With thfi com- 


ing of warmer weather, the youngsters 
started putting what they had learned 
into practice by firing rockets from the 
school grounds. 


Ciszek has been an amateur rocket en- 


thusiast himself for several years. 


"I got interested when I was in an auto 


accident some years ago and was laid up 
for a while. I couldn't do much, so I 
started learning about rockets, and I 
never gave it up" he recalled 


Barricade Road 
For Sewer Work 


Work on a new interceptor sewer for 


Buffalo Grove has resulted in a tempora- 
ry barricading of Arlington Heights Road 
extending south from Dundee Road. 


George March, a district engineer for 


the Illinois Division of Highways, said 
yesterday that because Arlington Heights 
Road is only two lanes wide in the con- 
struction area, highway officials have 
permitted Rosetti Construction Co., the 
firm doing the work, permission to de- 
tour traffic. 


MILLER BUILDERS INC. is paying 


for the sewer work. When complete, the 
sewer will serve Miller's Mil Creek Sub- 
division as well as other future Buffalo 
Grove developments in the area. The vil- 
lage will repay Miller for the construc- 
tion when it sells its $4 million water and 
sewer bond issue, 


"THE ROCKETS WE use are the real 


thing," he emphasized. "The only differ- 
ence between our rockets and the ones 
fired in the U.S. space program is that 
our rockets must adjust by themselves. 
They aren't controlled by someone on the 
ground." 


Ciszek has done much experimenting 


with rockets since he first took up the 
hobby He built a radio-controlled rocket 
of his own design and has sent up mice 
in several of his rockets. He tests many 
of his rockets in wind tunnels to deter- 
mine the stability of their design. 


Amateur rockets are made of light- 


weight balsa wood, propelled by 
fuel 


similar to gunpowder ignited by an elec- 
tric spark, Ciszek explained. 


"The finish of the rocket is important," 


he explained. "The smoother the rocket 
is, the less friction there will be when it 
is fired. The fins on the rocket help to 
stabilize it and the length of the rocket is 
also a factor in stabilizing it. The longer 
the rocket, the more stable it will be. 


"A lot of people think that these rock- 


ets are dangerous, but this isn't really 
so," he continued. "They aren't dan- 
gerous at all if they are used properly. 
And for safety reasons they have no met- 
al parts, either." 


ALTHOUGH SCHOOL will end this 


week and the summer vacation will 
start, rockets will continue to go off in 
Wheeling. 


Ciszek is helping to start an amateur 


rocket club at a local hobby shop and 


several competitions are being planned 
for the summer, months. 


One of the more interesting rocket ex- 


hibitions may take place on the Fourth of 
July, when Ciszek and some of the club 
members plan to launch an egg from the 
Wheeling High School grounds and re- 
turn it safely to earth again. 


"And it won't crack either. I guarantee 
it!" 


"If you turn on the faucets from about 


5 p.m. through 9 p m . they just go 
'burp'!, one Cambridge resident said 
yesterday. 


He, along with thousands of other 


homeowners in Buffalo Grove, customers 
of the Buffalo Utility Co., are suffering 
yet another water shortage. And village 
officials indicate this latest shortage 
could last for some time. 


Village Mgr. Richard Decker reissued 


his emergency water usage declaration 
Sunday night. That declaration makes it 
illegal for any Buffalo Utility customer 
to use water for lawn sprinkling. 


Areas served by the utility include all 


of the Cook County portion of the village 
with the exception of the Strathmore and 
Ballantrae developments. 


DECKER SAID MONDAY police would 


issue citations to violators. "I would hope 
we would receive voluntary compliance, 
but a repetition of violations will bring 
about a summons," Decker said. 


Village Pres. Don Thompson said Mon- 


day that Decker had issued the declara- 
tion at his direction. During Monday's 
village board meeting, Thompson told 
residents the water shortage would be al- 
leviated when the utility company receiv- 
es the pump drive for its well located 
behind the Ranch Mart Shopping Center. 


Recently, the utility deepened that 


well. However, until the new pump drive 
arrives, it cannot be used according to 
Decker. "The sprinkling ban will remain 
in effect until the second pump drive ar- 
rives," he said. Thompson predicted it 
would be three weeks before the drive 
arrives. 


Fire Chief Wayne Winter said yester- 


day, "the water table is dropping and the 
utility might have to sink the depth of 
the pump apparatus on their first well. 
The second well is dismantled, waiting 
for an enlarged pump drive. 


"And that is in California. They can't 


get it here because of the truck strike. I 
was told they were making arrange- 
ments to fly it in." 


APPARENTLY THE water shortage 


began about 7 p.m. Sunday. By 8:30 p.m. 
that night it was bad enough for Decker 
to reissue the emergency proclamation. 
Village officials reported yesterday that 
calls from residents about the shortage 
continued to be heavy. "But," said one 
secretary, "the people have been very 
nice about it." 


One resident, Ronald Ludders, of 34 


University Dr., told of his problems be- 
cause of the water shortage: "We don't 
get any water pressure from about 7 


Water Supply 
'Hazardous' 


"This is a hazardous situation. Xo one 


is kidding anyone," said Wayne \Vinter, 
chief of the Buffalo Grove Fire Depart- 
ment, yesterday. 


He was talking about the effects the 


current water shortage in Buffalo Grove 
might have on firefighting. 


Winter said that Buffalo Utility Co of- 


ficials "assure us there is enough water 
in the reservoir to fight a fire. The water 
ter pressure in homes is down because, 
in effect, they're rationing the water by 
turning the pump down low. They're 
pumping the rest into the reservoir to 
build it up." 


WINTER SAID utility officials said 


they would turn up the pumps if a fire 
breaks out. "But we wonder how long it 
will take the pressure to build up " 


The department's trucks carry £,bout 


1,800 gallons of water in all in their 
tanks. "We haven't had more than three 
fires in the last three years where we'\e 
used more than one tankful of water. 


"But if we had a major fire, and we 


were using big hose lines, we would be 
pumping about 500 gallons cf water a 
minute," said Winter. He added, how- 
ever, that "for most fire calls, when we 
use water, we use only about 100 gal- 
lons." 


Winter also said the department has a 


portable water tank which can be taken 
to a fire and refilled at the scene. 
"We've also made arrangements \vith 
the Long Grove Fire Department for wa- 
ter. They have two 1,000-gallon tankers."

Ludders said some Cambridge resi- 


dents have considered 
attempting to 


pump water from homes in the nearby 
unincorporated Buffalo Highlands subdi- 
vision.

Utility customers report water shortages.

Reject Road Work Plans 


Present plans for the widening of Dun- 


dee Road will cause future drainage 
problems for Buffalo Grove, according to 
Raleigh Brandon, a member of the vil- 
lage's engineering firm. 


Brandon's report led to the village 


board's refusal to sign an agreement 
with the Illinois State Division of High- 
ways for the widening project. By a 
unanimous vote, the village board dis- 
approved the plans for the widening proj- 
ect 


Trustees directed Richard Raysa, vil- 


lage attorney to notify state highway offi- 
cials that Buffalo Grove would not sign 
the agreement until certain drainage 
problems were cleared up. 


Specifically those drainage problems 


centered around the White Pines drain- 
age ditch which runs north from near 
Dundee Road to Buffalo Creek. 


BRANDON POINTED out "storm wa- 


ter from a major part of the (widening) 
is to be drained into the White Pines 
drainage ditch for eventual discharge 
into Buffalo Creek." 


Brandon said the design calls for the 


drainage to flow across a field to the 
ditch. However, the channel for the 
drainage is such that "erosion of top soil 
can be expected." 


Brandon also pointed out that the road- 


way's storm sewer will be inadequate to 
handle all the drainage. "In addition all 
future development along Dundee Road 
from Kennicott Avenue to a point about 
1,000 feet west of Golfview Terrace will 
drain to this same location and into the 
White Pines ditch." 


Currently this presents no problem, he 


said. However, when the area is devel- 
oped the runoff will increase. 


According to Brandon, the highway 


department disclaims all responsibility 
for drainage problems away from the 
Dundee right-of-way. 


VILLAGE PRES. Don Thompson said 


he wants to see engineering plans from 
the state that show "the drainage is 
planned for. We will not tolerate a multi- 
plicity of problems with the White Pines 
ditch." 


In directing Raysa to notify the high- 


way division of their refusal to sign the 
agreement, trustees asked that Bran- 
don's report be included. 


Following their decision, the trustees 


were told by Raysa, "I have a feeling 
they would put the road in even if we 
don't sign the agreement. But they would 
be skating on thin ice. They could be 
held liable for any flooding."

The board motion said the funds and 


permits would be released upon "com 
pletion and acceptance by the village" of 
the Coral Lane project. 


Trustee Roger Strieker said the motion 


was "a show of good faith" by the vil- 
lage and that work Mould now begin on 
the sewer project. 


THE BOARD MOTION came approxi- 


mately three weeks after the board re- 
ceived a letter from Highland Glen De- 
veloper George Harhen threatening to 
sue the village for return of a $3,000 es- 
crow bond. 


Harhen had also said he would petition 


for a court writ of mandamus to force 
the village to issue building permits for 
the rest of the lots in the development. 


Strieker told the Herald Monday the 


board had passed the motion after Vil- 
lage Atty Paul Hamer had told trustees 
they could not legally continue to hold 
the bond or permits after the Coral Lane 
project was completed 


Strieker noted the bond had originally 


been submitted for only a portion of the 
development 


The village board has held back all 


building permits from the developer for 
almost a year, Strieker said. 


UNTIL RECENTLY, when a number 


of permits expired and the village re- 
fused to renew them, the developer has 
had at least some lots to work on, Striek- 
er explained But currently there are no 
building permits issued for homes not yet 
completed.

Strieker said Monday that i esidents of 


the development with serious drainage 
problems have had one year to come to 
the village for help while the building 
permits wore being held up. Residents 
from two sections of the development 
have brought in drainage complaints 
during that period, Strieker said. 


Woman Disavows 
Criticism of Priest 


Mrs. Tomasa Garces on Monday dis- 


avowed any involvement with a petition 
criticizing the Rev. J. Ward Morrison, 
pastor of Queen of the Rosary Catholic 
Church, in Elk Grove Village. 


"I am not against anybody, especially 


Father Morrison," said Mrs. Garces, of 
2109 S. Arlington Heights Road, Arlington 
Heights. 


She said she did not know she would be 


used in the petition circulated by the Lat- 
in American Community Organization 
(LACO) calling (or the immediate re- 
moval of Father Morrison. 


"I'm ashamed of what has happened," 


she told a reporter who visited with her. 


"I do not want to be an enemy with the 


church. 1 want peace," she said. 


THE PETITION circulated in recent 


weeks charged that Father Morrison ob- 
structed justice by advising Mrs. Garces 
almost three years ago not to sue the 
Klehm nursery for compensation when 
her husbar.d, Cornelio, 40, an employe, 
drowned in a lake on the nursery on 
south Arlington Heights Road, Elk Grove 
Township. 


The petition did not name Mrs. Garces 


or the Klehms but referred to them only 
as khe widow and the nursery. Several 
other allegations were made in the peti- 
tion that has reportedly been signed by 
34 persons. 


CIRCULATION OF the petition led to a 


strong rebuttal in the form of a state- 
ment of support for Father Morrison 
signed by 1300 persons. The statement 
appeared in a full-page ad in Monday's 
Herald. 


Louis Archbold, a spokesman for 


LACO, said yesterday the organization 
would stand behind the petition, though 
withdrawing the section asking for the 
removal of Father Morrison. 


He said the statement signed by the 


1,300 persons in support of the pastor 
would serve as a mandate for the priest 
to go forward and alleviate the problems 
of the sick, needy and helpless. 


MRS. 
GARCES said it was true. Fa- 


ther Morrison advised her not to sue but 
that she felt that because he is a priest 
he should not advise persons to sue be- 
cause of his religious feelings. 


She did sue later but lost the case, she 


said. 


Mrs. Garces has since had to raise five 


children, working 60 hours a week as a 
domestic and mold machine operator in 
the area. Her eldest son, Armando, 21, 
recently left to serve in the Navy. 


Mrs. 
Blanca Fernandez, a substitute 


teacher who established the Spanish- 
American tutorial program in School 
Dist. 59 several years ago, also spoke 
highly of Father Morrison while serving 
as an interpreter for Mrs. Garces. 


WHEN THE ILLINOIS Migrant Coun- 


cil was started in 1966, Mrs. Fernandez 
said Father Morrison "was the one that 
gave me help, providing clothes, and fur- 
niture, for the children in the program. 


"I had access to the convent anytime I 


wanted and with any family that needed 
help," she said 


She said Father Morrison played a key 


role in helping the program along with 
many other people and organizations in 
the area, including doctors who gave free 
services to the children. 


"Still, when someone needs a house I 


get into contact with the church helpers 
that Father Morrison has under his di- 
rection," she said, "as well as the ex- 
cellent staff of the tutorial program in 
Dist. 59 " 


Mrs Fernandez, *vho is leaving this 


week to live in Puerto Rico, arranged 
the interview, to clear up the controversy 
created by criticism of Father Morrison. 


Ask Walks for Children 


A group of 24 Wheeling residents whose 


children attend Muir School, next to 
Drake Terrace in Prospect Heights, have 
asked the help of the Wheeling Village 
Board in securing an overpass and side- 
walks from their homes to the school. 


A letter, written by D. Wray Peal of 


957 Rose Lane and signed by 23 other 
residents of the Prospect Gardens devel- 
opment points out that children must 
walk along the edge of Elmhurst Road 
with a 45-m.p.h. speed limit, and must 
cross Elmhurst Road to get to school. 


Pointing out the .-esidents do not live in 


Dist. 21 as the rest of Wheeling's resi- 
dents do, Peal said that a year ago a 
child was killed walking to the school. 


PEAL SAID school zone signs with 20 


m.p.h. speed limits in the area are ig- 
nored, even by school bus drivers. 


"We're asking our children to take 


their lives in their hands each day they 
walk to school. If it rains we practically 
tell them to walk on the road because the 
grass and the ditch is wet," he wrote. 


Asking Wheeling to "carry the problem 


to Dist. 23 for us" the letter said that 
during the last election campaign village 
board members agreed to work with 
Dist. 23 to get improved safety in the 
area. 


The letter specifically asks for side- 


walks along the west side of Elmhurst 
Road with an overhead bridge across 
Elmhurst Road at the school. 


PEAL REQUESTED that the project 


be completed prior to the opening -of 


school next fall. 


The village board referred the letter to 


its streets, public buildings and grounds 
committee to see whether the village had 
right-of-way jurisdiction in the area. 


Martin Metals 
Asks Revision 
Of 12th Street 


Another plea for revised traffic ffigi- 


neering in the area of 12th Street in 
Wheeling was sent to the village board 
by Martin Metals Co. Monday. 


In a letter to the board, Martin Metals 


vice president J. N. Wise said increased 
traffic on Dundee Road has made it diffi- 
cult for the plant's 420 employes to enter 
and leave 12th Street between 3:30 and 
5:30 p.m. on weekdays. 


POINTING OUT that he has written to 


the village board and police chief in the 
past requesting a traffic light at the in- 
tersection to no avail, Wise suggested 
that the village extend 12th Street north 
to connect with Strong Street. This would 
enable the plan's workers to enter and 
leave by way of Strong Street and Wolf 
Road. 


Wise also noted that extending Strong 


Street west to McHenry Road would add 
another route from Wolf Road to High- 
way 83 in the village.

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Local Mobile Home Laws May Be In Trouble 


by ANNE SLAVICEK 


Illinois municipalities no longer have 


the power to ban mobile home living or 
trailer parks from within their bound- 
aries, the Wheeling village attorney told 
the village board Monday. 


In a report to the board Village Atty. 


Paul Hamer said a May decision by the 
Illinois Supreme Court has made local 
ordinances banning any living 1n trailers 
or mobile homes "no longer enfor- 
ceable." Wheeling must begin work on 
new ordinances to regulate rather than 
prohibit mobile home livng. Hamer said. 


Hauler's report to the board was the 


result of a petition from an attorney, 
James A. Thompson, which noted the re- 
cent Supreme Court reversal and asked 
Wheeling to amend local ordinances so 
that mobile home parks could be built in 
the village under planned development 
zoning. 


THOMPSON represents concerns inter- 


ested in building a trailer park on prop- 
erty adjacent to the Servitte Sisters' Ad- 
dolorata Villa on McHenry Road in 
Wheeling. 


Although in a letter to the village 


board he said that tthe Servite Sister's 
Inc., current owners of the property, are 


responsible for the petition, Sister Mary 
Lucy of the Villa told the Herald yester- 
day that Thompson does not represent 
the sisters. 


She said he is the attorney for the con- 


tract purchasers of the property, a trust 
whose beneficiaries have not been re- 
vealed. 


Wheeling's village board Monday di- 


rected the zoning board of appeals to 
hold hearings on the request for a 
planned development zonning classifica- 
tion for the mobile home park. 


Trustee Ira Bird said that the board 


"must act with haste because we have 


no controls" over mobile home parks 
which might be built now in Wheeling. 


HAMER EXPLAINED that the Wheel- 


ing ordinance which bans trailers was 
based on a 1936 Court decision which 
held that if a village has the power to 
regulate it also has the power to prohibit. 
Hamer said that decision had been up- 
held by the Court as recently as 1965. 


Illinois statutes do grant municipalities 


the specific right to "locate and regulate 
accommodating persons in house trailers 
the use and construction of ... 
camps 


accommodating persons in house trailers 
..." Hamer noted. 


Wheeling's ordinance prohibiting trail- 


er living had been based on that statute, 
he said. 


The May case, "the City of Sparta vs. 


Brenning et al," appears to be a com- 
plete reversal of the prior decision of the 
Supreme Court," Hamer said. 


THE COURT held in the new case, 


Hamer said, that municipalities have 
"no power to prohibit absolutely the 
use of a single trailer for residence pur- 
poses upon any parcel of land within the 
city." 


Municipalities can, the court said, 


regulate lot area, minimum floor areas, 


building materials, and setback lines..." 


"Thus," Hamer wrote, "the court will 


recognize reasonable regulations but no 
longer permit a municipality to prohibit 
trailers for residential purposes." 


A June 3 Illinois Municipal League 


newsletter, received by the board, said 
the league "could probably attempt to 
have legislation passed in the 1971 ses- 
sion (of the General Assembly) specifi- 
cally granting such powers (to prohibit 
mobile home parks) . . . but legislation 
of this type would probably be difficult to 
pass."

DECKER SAID MONDAY police would 


issue citations to violators. "I would hope 
we would receive voluntary compliance, 
but a repetition of violations will bring 
about a summons," Decker said. 


Village Pres. Don Thompson said Mon- 


day that Decker had issued the declara- 
tion at his direction. During Monday's 
village board meeting, Thompson told 
residents the water shortage would be al- 
leviated when the utility company receiv- 
es the pump drive for its well located 
behind the Ranch Mart Shopping Center. 


Recently, the utility deepened that 


well. However, until the new pump drive 
arrives, it cannot be used according to 
Decker. "The sprinkling ban will remain 
in effect until the second pump drive ar- 
rives," he said. Thompson predicted it 
would be three weeks before the drive 
arrives.

An award for "school volunteer of the 


year" might well so to Gene Ciszek of 
Wheeling. 


A jazz drummer by profession, Ciszek 


has spent many hours teaching young- 
sters at Field School all about rockets. 


Nearly each Wednesday morning. Cis- 


zek visits the school, laden with rockets, 
pamphlets, instruction sheets and other 
related items, which he uses in his ses- 
sions with the fifth and sixth grade stu- 
dents. 


"I've had a lot fun with the students in 


the past year. Amateur rocketry seems 
to be catching on with quite a few 
people, school-age and the older ones as 
well." Ciszek commented. 


HE 
EXPLAINED 
that 
he started 


teaching the students about rockets last 
fall. As part of the team teaching pro- 
gram which was stated at that time, the 
fifth and sixth graders were given free 
time on Wednesday mornings to join in- 
terest groups and learn more about sub- 
jects that appealed to them. 


Ciszek's children attend Field School. 


He heard about the new program and 
volunteered to tench interested students 
about amateur rocketry. The classes 
proved to be popular with the students, 
particularly with the boys, and more and 
more of the youngsters joined in the ac- 
tivities. 


In the winter months, he drew up fact 


sheets about various facets of rocketry 
for the children, and quizzed them on 
what they were learning. With the com- 


ing of warmer weather, the youngsters 
started putting what they had learned 
into practice by firing rockets from the 
school grounds. 


Ciszek has been an amateur rocket en- 


thusiast himself for several years. 


"I got interested when I was in an auto 


accident some years ago and was laid up 
for a while, I couldn't do much, so I 
started learning about rockets, and I 
never gave it up" he recalled. 


Barricade Road 
For Sewer Work 


Work on a new interceptor sewer for 


Buffalo Grove has resulted in a tempora- 
ry barricading of Arlington Heights Road 
extending south from Dundee Road. 


George March, a district engineer for 


the Illinois Division of Highways, said 
yesterday that because Arlington Heights 
Road is only two lanes wide in the con- 
struction area, highway officials have 
permitted Rosetti Construction Co., the 
firm doing the work, permission to de- 
tour traffic. 


MILLER BUILDERS INC. is paying 


for the sewer work. When complete, the 
sewer will serve Miller's Mil Creek Sub- 
division as well as other future Buffalo 
Grove developments in the area. The vil- 
lage will repay Miller for the construc- 
tion when H sells its $4 million water and 
sewer bond issue. 


"THE ROCKETS WE use are the real 


thing," he emphasized. "The only differ- 
ence between our rockets and the ones 
fired in the U.S. space program is that 
our rockets must adjust by themselves. 
They aren't controlled by someone on the 
ground." 


Ciszek has done much experimenting 


with rockets since he first took up the 
hobby. He built a radio-controlled rocket 
of his own design and has sent up mice 
in several of his rockets. He tests many 
of his rockets in wind tunnels to deter- 
mine the stability of their design. 


Amateur rockets are made of light- 


weight balsa wood, propelled by fuel 
similar to gunpowder ignited by an elec- 
tric spark, Ciszek explained. 


"The finish of the rocket is important," 


he explained. "The smoother the rocket 
is, the less friction there will be when it 
is fired. The fins on the rocket help to 
stabilize it and the length of the rocket is 
also a factor in stabilizing it. The longer 
the rocket, the more stable it will be. 


"A lot of people think that these rock- 


ets are dangerous, but this isn't really 
so," he continued. "They aren't dan- 
gerous at all if they are used properly. 
And for safety reasons they have no met- 
al parts, either." 


ALTHOUGH SCHOOL will end this 


week and the summer vacation will 
start, rockets will continue to go off in 
Wheeling. 


Ciszek is helping to start an amateur 


rocket club at a local hobby shop and 


several competitions are being planned 
for the summer months. 


One of the more interesting rocket ex- 


hibitions may take place on the Fourth of 
July, when Ciszek and some of the club 
members plan to launch an egg from the 
Wheeling High School grounds and re- 
turn it safely to earth again. 


"And it won't crack either. I guarantee 


it!" 


The second well is dismantled, waiting 
for an enlarged pump drive.

Water Supply 
'Hazardous' 


"This is a hazardous situation. No one 


is kidding anyone," said Wayne Winter, 
chief of the Buffalo Grove Fire Depart- 
ment, yesterday. 


He was talking about the effects the 


current water shortage in Buffalo Grove 
might have on firefighting. 


Winter said that Buffalo Utility Co. of- 


ficials "assure us there is enough water 
in the reservoir to fight a fire. The water 
ter pressure in homes is down because, 
in effect, they're rationing the water by 
turning the pump down low. They're 
pumping the rest into the reservoir to 
build it up." 


WINTER SAID utility officials said 


they would turn up the pumps if a fire 
breaks out. "But we wonder how long it 
will take the pressure to build up." 


The department's trucks carry about 


1,800 gallons of water in all in their 
tanks. "We haven't had more than three 
fires in the last three years where we've 
used more than one tankful of water. 


"But if we had a major fire, and we 


were using big hose lines, we would be 
pumping about 500 gallons of water a 
minute," said Winter. He added. *"•«•- 
ever, that "for most fire calls, when we 
use water, we use only about 100 gal- 
lons." 


Winter also said the department has a 


portable water tank which can be taken 
to a fire and refilled at the scene. 
"We've also made arrangements with 
the Long Grove Fire Department for wa- 
ter. They have two 1,000-gallon tankers." 


p.m. almost to midnight. Finally, at mid- 
night last night I had enough water pres- 
sure for a shower." 


Ludders said some Cambridge resi- 


dents have considered attempting to 
pump water from homes in the nearby 
unincorporated Buffalo Highlands subdi- 
vision.

Reject Road Work Plans 


Present plans for the widening of Dun- 


dee Road will cause future drainage 
problems for Buffalo Grove, according to 
Raleigh Brandon, a member of the vil- 
lage's engineering firm. 


Brandon's report led to the village 


board's refusal to sign an agreement 
with the Illinois State Division of High- 
ways for the widening project. By a 
unanimous vote, the village board dis- 
approved the plans for the widening proj- 
ect. 


Trustees directed Richard Raysa, vil- 


lage attorney to notify state highway offi- 
cials that Buffalo Grove would not sign 
the agreement until certain drainage 
problems were cleared up. 


Specifically those drainage problems 


centered around the White Pines drain- 
age ditch which runs north from near 
Dundee Road to Buffalo Creek. 


BRANDON POINTED out "storm wa- 


ter from a major part of the (widening) 
is to be drained into the White Pines 
drainage ditch for eventual discharge 
into Buffalo Creek." 


Brandon said the design calls for the 


drainage to flow across a field to the 
ditch. However, the channel for the 
drainage is such that "erosion of top soil 
can be expected." 


Brandon also pointed out that the road- 


way's storm sewer will be inadequate to 
handle all the drainage. "In addition all 
future development along Dundee Road 
from Kennicott Avenue to a point about 
1,000 feet west of Golfview Terrace will 
drain to this same location and into the 
White Pines ditch." 


Currently this presents no problem, he 


said. However, when the area is devel- 
oped the runoff will increase. 


According to Brandon, the highway 


department disclaims all responsibility 
for drainage problems away from the 
Dundee right-of-way. 


VILLAGE PRES. Don Thompson said 


he wants to see engineering plans from 
the state that show "the drainage is 
planned for. We will not tolerate a multi- 
plicity of problems with the White Pine? 
ditch." 


In directing Raysa to notify the high- 


way division of their refusal to sign the 
agreement, trustees asked that Bran- 
don's report be included.

Woman Disavows 
Criticism of Priest 


Mrs. Tomasa Garces on Monday dis- 


avowed any involvement with a petition 
criticizing the Rev. J. Ward Morrison, 
pastor of Queen of the Rosary Catholic 
Church, in Elk Grove Village. 


"I am not against anybody, especially 


Father Morrison," said Mrs. Garces, of 
2109 S Arlington Heights Road, Arlington 
Heights. 


She said she did not know she would be 


used in the petition circulated by the Lat- 
in American Community Organization 
(LACO) calling for the immediate re- 
moval of Father Morrison. 


"I'm ashamed of what has happened," 


she told a reporter who visited with her. 


"I do not want to be an enemy with the 


church. I want peace," she said. 


THE PETITION circulated in recent 


weeks charged that Father Morrison ob- 
structed justice by advising Mrs. Garces 
almost three years ago not to sue the 
Klehm nursery for compensation when 
her husband, Cornelio, 40, an employe, 
drowned in a lake on the nursery on 
south Arlington Heights Road, Elk Grove 
Township. 


The petition did not name Mrs. Garces 


or the Klehms but referred to them only 
as .he widow and the nursery. Several 
other allegations were made in the peti- 
tion that has reportedly been signed by 
34 persons 


CIRCULATION OF the petition led to a 


strong rebuttal in the form of a state- 
ment of support for Father Morrison 
signed by 1300 persons. The statement 
appeared in a full-page ad in Monday's 
Herald 


Louis Archbold, a 
spokesman for 


LACO, said yesterday the organization 
would stand behind the petition, though 
withdrawing the section asking for the 
removal of Father Morrison. 


He said the statement signed by the 


1,300 persons in support of the pastor 
would serve as a mandate for the priest 
to go forward and alleviate the problems 
of the sick, needy and helpless. 


MRS. GARCES said it was true, Fa- 


ther Morrison advised her not to sue but 
that she felt that because he is a priest 
he should not advise persons to sue be- 
cause of his religious feelings. 


She did sue later but lost the case, she 


said. 


Mrs. Garces has since had to raise five 


children, working 60 hours a week as a 
domestic and mold machine operator in 
the area. Her eldest son, Armando, 21, 
recently left to serve in the Navy. 


Mrs. Blanca Fernandez, a substitute 


teacher who established the Spanish- 
American tutorial program in School 
Dist. 59 several years ago, also spoke 
highly of Father Morrison while serving 
as an interpreter for Mrs. Garces 


WHEN THE ILLINOIS Migrant Coun- 


cil was started in 1966, Mrs. Fernandez 
said Father Morrison "was the one that 
gave me help, providing clothes, and fur- 
niture, for the children in the program. 


"I had access to the convent anytime I 


wanted and with any family that needed 
help," she said. 


She said Father Morrison played a key 


role in helping the program along with 
many other people and organizations in 
the area, including doctors who gave free 
services to the children. 


"Still, when someone needs a house I 


get into contact with the church helpers 
that Father Morrison has under his di- 
rection," she said, "as well as the ex- 
cellent staff of the tutorial program in 
Dist 59" 


Mrs Fernandez, who is leaving this 


week to live in Puerto Rico, arranged 
the interview, to clear up the controversy 
created by criticism of Father Morrison. 


Ask Walks for Children 


A group of 24 Wheeling residents whose 


children attend Muir School, next to 
Drake Terrace in Prospect Heights, have 
asked the help of the Wheeling Village 
Board in securing an overpass and side- 
walks from their homes to the school. 


A letter, written by D. Wray Peal of 


957 Rose Lane and signed by 23 other 
residents of the Prospect Gardens devel- 
opment points out that children must 
walk along the edge of Elmhurst Road 
with a 45-m.p.h. speed limit, and must 
cross Elmhurst Road to get to school. 


Pointing out the residents do not live in 


Dist. 21 as the rest of Wheeling's resi- 
dents do, Peal said that a year ago a 
child was killed walking to the school. 


PEAL SAID school zone signs with 20 


m.p.h. speed limits in the area are ig- 
nored, even by school bus drivers. 


"We're asking our children to take 


their lives in their hands each day they 
walk to school. If it rains we practically 
tell them to walk on the road because the 
grass and the ditch is wet," be wrote. 


Asking Wheeling to "carry the problem 


to Dist. 23 for us" the letter said that 
during the last election campaign village 
board members agreed to work with 
Dist. 23 to get improved safety in the 
area. 


The letter specifically asks for side- 


walks along the west side of Elmhurst 
Road with an overhead bridge across 
Elmhurst Road at the school. 


PEAL REQUESTED that the project 


be completed prior to the opening of 


school next fall. 


The village board referred the letter to 


its streets, public buildings and grounds 
committee to see whether the village had 
right-of-way jurisdiction in the area.

If the lights-out situation is determined 


to be hazardous, notification is sent to all 
pilots over a national teletype system, 
she added.

Trailer Laws In Trouble? 


by ANNE SLAVICEK 


Illinois municipalities no longer have 


the power to ban mobile home living or 
trailer parks from within their bound- 
aries, the Wheeling village attorney told 
the village board Monday. 


In a report to the board Village Atty. 


Paul Hamer said a May decision by the 
Illinois Supreme Court has made local 
ordinances banning any living In trailers 
or mobile homes "no longer enfor- 
ceable." Wheeling must begin work on 
new ordinances to regulate rather than 
prohibit mobile home livng, Hamer said. 


Hamer's report to the board was the 


result of a petition from an attorney, 
James A Thompson, which noted the re- 
cent Supreme Court reversal and asked 
Wheeling to amend local ordinances so 
that mobile home parks could be built in 
the village under planned development 
zoning. 


THOMPSON represents concerns inter- 


ested in building a trailer park on prop- 
erty adjacent to the Servitte Sisters' Ad- 
dolorata Villa on McHenry Road in 
Wheeling. 


Although in a letter to the village 


board he said that tthe Servile Sister's 
Inc., current owners of the property, are 
responsible for the petition, Sister Mary 
Lucy of the Villa told the Herald yester- 


day that Thompson does not represent 
the sisters. 


She said he is the attorney for the con- 


tract purchasers of the property, a trust 
whose beneficiaries have not been re- 
vealed. 


Wheeling's village board Monday di- 


rected the zoning board of appeals to 
hold hearings on the request for a 
planned development zonning classifica- 
tion for the mobile home park. 


Trustee Ira Bird said that the board 


"must act with haste because we have 
no controls" over mobile home parks 
which might be built now in Wheeling. 


HAMER EXPLAINED that the Wheel- 


ing ordinance which bans trailers was 
based on a 1936 Court decision which 
held that if a village has the power to 
regulate it also has the power to prohibit. 
Hamer said that decision had been up- 
held by the Court as recently as 1965. 


Illinois statutes do grant municipalities 


the specific right to "locate and regulate 
accommodating persons in house trailers 
the use and construction of ... 
camps 


accommodating persons in house trailers 
..." Hamer noted. 


Wheeling's ordinance prohibiting trail- 


er living had been based on that statute, 
he said.

have legislation passed in the 1971 ses- 
sion (of the General Assembly) specifi- 
cally granting such powers (to prohibit 
mobile home parks) . . . but legislation 
of this type would probably be difficult to 
pass."

Republicans in the Northwest suburbs 


arc almost unanimous in supporting lib- 
eralized abortion laws in Illinois and the 
elimination of sales taxes on foods and 
medicines, but GOP sentiment on other 
major issues is not as easy to determine.

The High School DiM SM Board, after 


receiving lengthy staff analysts on the 
district's 
police 
counselor 
program, 


\oted unanimously to continue the pro- 
gram in the I97IV71 school year. 


In addition, the board approved the 


use of an Arlington Heights policeman 
to serve this summer at .lohn Mersey 
High School, a district summer school 
location 


The action followed acceptance of a 


report prepared by four district admin 
tstrators which studied the effect of the 
use of police counselors in the district's 
SIN high schools 


The report revealed more than 75 per 


rent of those interviewed knew about 
the program, and more than half of the 
more than 1.000 students, teachers and 
parents interviewed said they knew about 
the program's purposes 


\ SUMMARY STATED that students, 


however, are the lea.it knowledgeable 


about the program, "perhaps because 
the police counselor works on a one-to- 
one basis and has little contact with 
large groups of students " 


It also stated that most police offi- 


cers stated thai student aumiu^.s in- 
wards police had changed us a result of 
the program. Also, groups fuel the police 
counselor program is effective in law 
enforcement and prevention, but least 
effective i but not ineffective) in the pub- 
lic relations area. 


The board first approved the use of

question of state subsidies for the finan- 
cially distraught Chicago Transit Author- 
ity. 


On Schlickman's poll, 35 per cent fa- 


vored subsidies while only 16 per cent 
favored state help on Regner's poll. 


THE QUESTION OF state aid to the 


CTA will bring the local legislators back 
to Springfield next week for a special 
session called by Gov. Richard Ogilvie to 
resolve the slate's involvement with the 
transit system. 


The controversial issue of state aid to 


nonpublic schools, like the CTA question, 
also drew negative response on both 
polls, but with varying degrees. 


The survey of Schlickman, who is 


chairman of the state commission study- 
ing the question of state aid, showed a 42 
per cent vote in favor of state aid, while 
only 33 per cent of Regner's participants 
favored state aid. 


Each of the legislators also provided a 


series of problems and issues and asked 
the participants in the polls to indicate 
which were the most important. 


IN SCHUCKMAN'S poll, pollution and 


envronmental problems was a heavy 
choice for first place, with crime control 
and educational problems ranking second 
and third. 


Crime control was chosen No. 1 in Reg- 


ner's poll, however, reflecting the more 
conservative following he has. Pollution 


was second and drug problems third. 


Schlickman's poll had drug problems 


fifth. 


A surprising result was seen in the 


question of civil rights. Schlickman's 
participants ranked it seventh of eight 
topics while Regner's poll had it fourth 
of seven. 


THE TWO ISSUES on which the par- 


ticipants were almost unanimous on both 
polls, liberalized abortion laws and elimi- 
nation of sales taxes on foods and medi- 
cines, are difficult to categorize as either 
liberal or conservative issues. 


Both issues had more than 80 per cent 


of the respondents favoring them on both 
polls. 


Abortion reform is viewed by many as 


a liberal issue because it requires a 
change in existing law and a break with 
moral and traditional codes. 


But some conservatives contend that 


reform actually would be a conservative 
step because it would reduce the author- 
ity of government and put more empha- 
sis on human rights. 


Similarly, the sales tax on foods and 


drugs is viewed with mixed approaches. 


Conservatives may favor elimination of 


those taxes as a step toward curbing the 
power of government over the individual 
while liberals tend to favor elimination of 
the taxes because they are viewed as 
hurting the poor and minority classes 
more than the wealthy.

that Archbold and Father Morrison both 


want to help the Mexican-American. But 
both men work in different ways. 


ARCHBOLD IS AN advocate of quick 


and strong action. For example, he did 
not hesitate to get involved in an effort to 
bring low and moderate income housing 
to the St. Viator property in Arlington 
Heights. 


Father Morrison works in ways which 


do not grab headlines or create con- 
troversy. 


It is true, he has been unsuccessful in 


brnging low and moderate income hous- 
ing to the community, but for those to 
openly criticize him for not doing enough 
for the Mexican-American 
is unwar- 


ranted. 


To make him look as an advocate of 


migrant shacks, a slumlord, and com- 
pletely oblivious to the whole problem of 
the Mexican-American is wrong. 


AS A RESULT OF this criticism, the 


petition and statements no matter how 
true or false, have only served to widen 
the gap between Archbold and the rest of 
the community at a time in which he 
needs it most.

The girl 
prefers it this way, Amina asserts. 


The daughter of a Karachi industrial- 


ist. Amina lived in a big house with 20 
servants at home. She attended a girl's 
college and enjoyed advantages of her 
social status. 


Most Pakistani men go into business 


with their fathers. Amina's husband, Ali, 


broke tradition when he came to the 
United States to study structural engi- 
neering at Purdue University. When he 
came home to claim a bride, the wed- 
ding was arranged by the couple's par- 
ents with the assistance of a match- 
maker. Their Islam wedding took place 
in a Karachi mosque, the family's place 
of worship in their hometown. 


A GOOD WIFE — Pakistani style — 


would be judged by a prospective hus- 
band on the company she keeps, her 
background and family life, how she 
takes care of young brothers and sisters, 
(Amina made no mention of tempera- 
ment, personality, beauty, common inter- 
ests and attitudes, or other things which 
seem to rate high by American* stan- 
dards.)

Amina 
also speaks Gujaruti, a Southern Indian 
language, Urdu, the national language, 
and reads her Koran in Arabic. 


THE YUSUFS ESPOUSE togetherness.

Weeks Is Elected County Board Chairman

Gerald Weeks who last year challenged 


the late Paul Ronskc as chairman of the 
DuPage County Board of Supervisors 
was elected to that post Monday. 


The Milton Township Supervisor, with 


sin on years on the hoard, was the for- 
mer GOP chairman for his township. 
Weeks, an attorney, resigned from sev- 
eral committees after Ronskc's election 
when he polled about a half dozen votes, 


including his own. 


Donald Jack Wall, assistant supervisor 


from Bloomingdale Township, blocked a 
motion Monday to make Weeks' election 
unanimous. His was the only "no" vote. 


Weeks is expected to announce new 


committee assignments within two weeks 
and has pledged to continue the policies 
Wall later submitted resignations to sev- 
eral smaller county posts in protest to 
Weeks' election claiming the new chair- 


man was not the best candidate. 


WALL TOLD THE Register later that 


county GOP chairman James "Pate" 
Philip had called county board members 
last weekend to get them to vote for 
Weeks "because he is a good party 
man." Wall said a man should be elected 
on qualifications, not politics, 
of the county board until he has a chance 
to review them more thoroughly. 


In the annual reorganization of the 


board, new rules and policies have been 
recommended by a rules study com- 
mittee headed by Peter Ernst, assistant 
supervisor from York Township. Monday 
in accepting the study results, the board 
voted on three amendments to the new 
rules. 


Two amendments passed. One was to 


allow members to attend an unlimited 
number of committee meetings instead 
of the 18 limit as proposed. The second 


amendment was to strike the provision to 
limit board members to two committee 
assignments. As it now stands, com- 
mittee memberships will be left to the 
discretion of the board chairman. 


THE THIRD AMENDMENT which 


failed to pass was to make the rules 
committee proposals optional, not man- 
datory. 


Fred Koebbeman, supervisor from Ad- 


dison Township, told the Register Mon- 


day he had been excited about the pro- 
posed changes, but now there wouldn't 
be much of a real streamlining of the 
board as intended. He is a member of 
the rules committee. 


The number of committees was re- 


duced from 18 to 11. A proposal to make 
the number limited to seven was de- 
feated earlier due to opposition from 
many committee chairmen, according to 
some county board members.

had no takers.

Officials of the Clow Corp., Bensenville 


met Monday with the press to "clear the 
air" regarding their air pollution control 
program. 


Clow has been cited several times by 


the village as a major contributor to the 
air pollution problem in the area. 
Recently the company received a cita- 
tion from the village for violation of the 
newly adopted Bensenville Pollution Con- 
trol ordinance. 


Clow officials have been working close- 


ly with the village to alleviate the air 
pollution nuisance emitted 
from 
the 


plant. 


"The interest in ecology came along so 


rapidly the technology could not be de- 
veloped fast enough," said Harry Bow- 
ers, Clow senior vice president. "We are 
going to be pioneers for this particular 
type of charger that will reduce the vol- 
ume of pollutant particles released into 
the atmosphere to one half of what it is 
now." 


IRON MELTING furnaces at the pipe 


manufacturing plant, have been the 
cause for the smoke pollution. In 1968, 
the Illinois Air Pollution Control board 
approved Clow's three-phase plan to curb 
the pollution emitted from the cupolas 
(smokestacks) at the plant. 


Last January afterburners were in- 


stalled in the cupolas to eliminate harm- 
ful gasses and reduce the amount of 
smoke from the smokestack. Last Au- 
gust, new cupola stacks were installed 
along with wet caps. The wet caps are 
designed to further reduce the smoke 
from the cupolas. 


Two mechanical side chargers were in- 


stalled last February. The side chargers 
should reduce the amount and density of 
the smoke.

Freeborn is concerned with state high- 
way workers who have utilized the alley 
as a dump for piles of blacktop and salt 
along with large wooden stakes and 
truck equipment. 


FREEDORN is angry because one of 


the people instigating the dumping is po- 
lice commissioner Hilbert Gehrke. 


Last Thursday when highway workers 


were dumping the latest addition to their 
blacktop pile on alley property, Freeborn 
asked them who gave the permission to 
continue dumping in the alley. The work- 
ers told them that their supervisor, Hil- 
bert Gehrke, told them to dump the ex- 
cess blacktop in the alley. 


Gehrke is employed by the state high- 


way division which maintains a unit ga- 
rage on the north side of the alley. 


Most of the damage to the alley has 


come before Gehrke's apparent orders, 


according to Freeborn. Through the 
years, highway workers have managed 
to knock down his wood fence, destroy a 
row of hedges he planted and repeat- 
edly clutter the alley up with blacktop 
and other debris. 


"THAT BLACKTOP pile has been go- 


ing on since last fall," Freeborn charges, 
'the highway workers drive across my 
property. They don't respect the proper- 
ty line."

Freeborn points to a large dead oak 


tree near the alley which he accuses 
highway workers of killing. Reportedly 
the tree was killed when 100 drums of 
nearby tar were allowed to rust trom 
neglect. The tar spread over the tree's 
base and after it died, then highway 
workers cleaned up the mess. 


The alley behind Freeborn's house isn't 


the only garbage dump in the area. An- 
other village dedicated easement running 
south from Irving Park Road to Division 
Street also has been misued. 


THIS 32-FOOT unpaved easement, re- 


portedly has buses from the Shell Service 
Station parked on it. Allegedly, the sta- 
tion owner has abandoned two other junk 
buses on adjoining property owned by 
Elmer Kraegel. To make matters more 
cluttered, adjacent property, known as 
the "old lumber yard," is being used as 
a dump by a village water-main con- 
tractor. The contractor is dumping large 
amounts of fill from his excavations on 
the property although he has promised to 
remove the dirt later. 


Reportedly aoth the alley and the ease- 


ment are dedicated to the village but 
have no taxes paid for their upkeep. 


"Even though the village doesn't own 


it, it has supervision over it," states 
Dorothy Elliot, map recorder for the 
county. 


DEDICATED OR NOT, both pieces of 


property are the targets of unsightly 
dumping by state highway workers or 
trash-dumping businessmen. 


"The police department will do their 


utmost to have the alley cleared when it 
is determined how wide it is ... and if it 
is an alley," asserted Arthur Christy, 
chief of police. 


Meanwhile, Freeborn and his neigh- 


bors will continue to clean up the debris 
left by dumpers. 


THE FINAL STEP will be the in- 


stallation of scrubbing equipment that 
will clean the smoke. Hopefully, when 
this apparatus is in operation, Clow will 
completely eliminate their air pollution 
nuisance in Bensenville, according to 
Clow officials. 


The target date for completion of the 


pollution control program has been set 
for Nov. 16. 


"Barring strikes or any other unfore- 


seen difficulties, we intend to meet that 
deadline," Bowers said. 'The purchase 
orders have been signed.".. 


Other innovations to help implement 


air pollution control at the plant include 
the construction of the Crushed Steel 
Corporation, according to Charles Sal- 
vage, plant manager. The crushed steel 
facility will process the scrap metal pri- 
or to going into Clow." he said. 


The scrap metal Clow now uses is cov- 


ered with grease, rust (iron dioxide), dirt 
and oil. When this metal is melted in 
Clow furnaces, these particles are re- 
leased into the air. 


"The clean material will eliminate the 


rust problem, and will release a cleaner 
affluent into the air," said WaKer Loew, 
operations manager. 


A FOUR ACRE lake is planned to sup- 


ply water to the wet scrubbers. The wa- 
ter will be recirculated through the pollu- 
tion control system, processed, and then 
fed back into the lake. A one-half acre 
settling area is proposed to allow the 
particles from the furnaces to accumu- 
late. These particles, which would other- 
wise be released into the air, will settle 
in the lake area to be dredged and 
hauled away about every ten years, ac- 
cording to Salvage. 


"We no longer pollute the public 


stream which runs through our plant be- 
cause in 1968 we comlpeted the in- 
stallation of equipment to correct the 
existing polluting situation," 
Salvage 


said. He added the residue collected 
from the pollution control device would 
not be fed into the public stream. 


The result of Clow's efforts at pollution 


control have already been noticed. The 
once densely black plume of smoke 
emitted from the cupolas has lightened 
in color, indicating fewer pollutant par- 
ticles are being released into the air, ac- 
cording to Clow officials. 


THE END RESULT of the project 


should provide a "white vapor plume" ac- 
cording to Salvage. When the equipment 
is operational, the heat of the affluent 
should not exceed 120 degrees, Salvage 
said. The heat of the present affluent 
goes up to 2.000 degrees he pointed out. 
"When in operation, this equipment will 
offer results twice as good as the Ben- 
senville pollution control ordinance calls 
for," Bovvens said. 


The pollution control ordinance calls 


for .10 grains per standard cubic foot of 
affluent. Clow officials maintain the new 
equipment will reduce the affluent to .05 
grains per standard cubic foot. 


"WE FEEL WE have done everything 


we possibly could do," Bowers related. 
"Actually, Clow has been in the pollution 
field for 93 years. The material we make 
goes into waste treatment like sewage 
lift stations. We have engineered waste 
treatment. 


"We are in favor of this. Our livelihood 


is in pollution control. We need this plant 
to manufacture products used in pollu- 
tion control." 


The estimated final cost of Clow's air 


pollution control program may exceed 
$700,000, according to Salvage.

THE UNION, IN its last proposal Fri- 


day, reduced its starting salary demand 
to $8,200, an 11.5 per cent increase over 
the current base. The union's original de- 
mands would have meant over a 30 per 
cent increase in the salary structure. The 
board believes that its last offer of $7,950 
is fair and reasonable in the light of cur- 
rent economic conditions and the finan- 
cial circumstances faced by the district. 


In its negotiations with the union, the 


board has clearly stated that even if the 
$7,950 starting salary were accepted, the 
district would expect to incur a deficit of 
approximately $630,000 in the 1970-71 
school year. The acceptance of the 
union's demand of an $8,200 starting 
salary would cost the district an addi- 
tional $180,000 bringing our total deficit 
at that point to $810,000. 


THE BOARD HAS taken the position 


that the only means available to finance 
the additional $180,000 would be to again 
cut back our already frugal education 
program. We feel this is an unaccept- 
able alternative which could only result 
in irreparable damage to our school sys- 
tem and the children it serves. Further- 
more, we do not thing a responsible fac- 
ulty organization should say, "Where 
you get the additional money is your 
problem." 


In the weekly meetings held since late 


February, the board has sought at all 
times to cooperate with the union rep- 
resentatives in finding acceptable solu- 
tions to proposals advanced by both 
sides. In spite of frequent accusations 
from union leaders that the board has 
resorted to "stalling tactics," all but 
a halfdozen of the original total of 50 
proposals were amicably resolved in 
these negotiation discussions. The board 
has never refused a request for addi- 
tional meetings. Last week we met three 
times in an attempt to resolve our dif- 
ferences. 


THE FAILURE TO reach an agree- 


ment prior to the end of this school year 
was very disappointing to the board. We 
feel that we have fulfilled our pledge to 
make every effort to reach a just and 
fair settlement. We regret that the union 
found it inconvenient to meet for addi- 
tional talks this past weekend, for we 
have felt that it should definitely be pos- 
siblt to reach an accord. We are impell- 
ed to ask the question, "Did the union 
really want to finalize a contract prior to 
the end of the school year?" 


The negotiating team of the board will 


make every effort to continue to meet 
with the union representatives in order to 
reach a settlement prior to the beginning 
of school in the fall.

Weeks Is Elected County Board Chairman

Gerald Weeks who last year challenged 


the late Paul Ronske as chairman of the 
DuPage County Board of Supervisors 
was elected to that post Monday. 


The Milton Township Supervisor, with 


seven years on the board, was the for- 
mer GOP chairman for his township. 
Weeks, an attorney, resigned from sev- 
eral committees after Ronske's election 
when he polled about a half dozen votes, 


including his own. 


Donald Jack Wall, assistant supervisor 


from Bloomingdale Township, blocked a 
motion Monday to make Weeks' election 
unanimous. His was the only "no" vote. 


Weeks is expected to announce new 


committee assignments within two weeks 
and has pledged to continue the policies 
Wall later submitted resignations to sev- 
eral smaller county posts in protest to 
Weeks' election claiming the new chair- 


man was not the best candidate. 


WALL TOLD THE Register later that 


county GOP chairman James "Pate" 
Philip had called county board members 
last weekend to get them to vote for 
Weeks "because he is a good party 
man." Wall said a man should be elected 
on qualifications, not politics. 
of the county board until he has a chance 
to review them more thoroughly. 


In the annual reorganization of the 


board, new rules and policies have been 
recommended by a rules study com- 
mittee headed by Peter Ernst, assistant 
supervisor from York Township. Monday 
in accepting the study results, the board 
voted on three amendments to the new 
rules. 


Two amendments passed. One was to 


allow members to attend an unlimited 
number of committee meetings instead 
of the 18 limit as proposed. The second 


amendment was to strike the provision to 
limit board members to two committee 
assignments. As it now stands, com- 
mittee memberships will be left to the 
discretion of the board chairman. 


THE THIRD AMENDMENT which 


failed to pass was to make the rules 
committee proposals optional, not man- 
datory. 


Fred Koebbeman, supervisor from Ad- 


dison Township, told the Register Mon- 


day he had been excited about the pro- 
posed changes, but now there wouldn't 
be much of a real streamlining of the 
board as intended. He is a member of 
the rules committee. 


The number of committees was re- 


duced from 18 to 11. A proposal to make 
the number limited to seven was de- 
feated earJier due to opposition from 
many committee chairmen, according to 
some county board members.

Clow has been cited several times by 


the village as a major contributor to the 
air 
pollution problem in the area. 


Recently the company received a cita- 
tion from the village for violation of the 
newly adopted Bensenville Pollution Con- 
trol ordinance. 


Clow officials have been working close- 


ly with the village to alleviate the air 
pollution nuisance emitted from 
the 


plant. 


"The interest in ecology came along so 


rapidly the technology could not be de- 
veloped fast enough," said Harry Bow- 
ers, Clow senior vice president "We are 
going to be pioneers for this particular 
type of charger that will reduce the vol- 
ume of pollutant particles released into 
the atmosphere to one half of what it is 
now " 


IRON MELTING furnaces at the pipe 


manufacturing plant, have been the 
cause for the smoke pollution. In 1968, 
the Illinois Air Pollution Control board 
approved Clow's three-phase plan to curb 
the pollution emitted from the cupolas 
(smokestacks) at the plant. 


Last January afterburners were in- 


stalled in the cupolas to eliminate harm- 
ful gasses and reduce the amount of 
smoke from the smokestack. Last Au- 
gust, new cupola stacks were installed 
along with wet caps. The wet caps are 
designed to further reduce the smoke 
from the cupolas. 


Two mechanical side chargers were in- 


stalled last February. The side chargers 
should reduce the amount and density of 
the smoke.

Freeborn is concerned with state high- 
way workers who have utilized the alley 
as a dump for piles of blacktop and salt 
along with large wooden stakes and 
truck equipment. 


FREEBORN is angry because one of 


the people instigating the dumping is po- 
lice commissioner Hilbert Gehrke. 


Last Thursday when highway workers 


were dumping the latest addition to their 
blacktop pile on alley property, Freeborn 
asked them who gave the permission to 
continue dumping in the alley. The work- 
ers told them that their supervisor, Hil- 
bert Gehrke, told them to dump the ex- 
cess blacktop in the alley. 


Gehrke is employed by the state high- 


way division which maintains a unit ga- 
rage on the north side of the alley. 


Most of the damage to the alley has 


come before Gehrke's apparent orders, 


according to Freeborn. 
Through the 


years, highway workers have managed 
to knock down his wood fence, destroy a 
row of hedges he planted and repeat- 
edly clutter the alley up with blacktop 
and other debris. 


"THAT BLACKTOP pile has been go- 


ing on since last fall," Freeborn charges, 
'the highway workers drive across my 
property. They don't respect the proper- 
ty line."

Civil Defense Unit had an opportunity to 
handle the nozzel and hose and move in 
on the fire," Sabatino said, "They 
learned the proper methods of fighting 


the fire like when to use the fogger and 
when to use the mainstream. They also 
learned how to control the movement of 
the fire fighting team in combatting a 
fire and some of the dangers they must 
be aware of." 


The Civil Defense Fire and Rescue 


Unit is scheduled to train with the fire 


department at each monthly drill night. 
Civil Defense is usually called on by the 
fire department to assist in lighting and 
other means whenever possible, Sabatino 
said.

The tar spread over the tree's 
base and after it died, then highway 
workers cleaned up the mess. 


The alley behind Freeborn's house isn't 


the only garbage dump in the area. An- 
other village dedicated easement running 
south from Irving Park Road to Division 
Street also has been misued. 


THIS 32-FOOT unpaved easement, re- 


portedly has buses from the Shell Service 
Station parked on it. Allegedly, the sta- 
tion owner has abandoned two other junk 
buses on adjoining property owned by 
Elmer Kraegel. To make matters more 
cluttered, adjacent property, known as 
the "old lumber yard," is being used as 
a dump by a village water-main con- 
tractor. The contractor is dumping large 
amounts of fill from his excavations on 
the property although he has promised to 
remove the dirt later. 


Reportedly both the alley and the ease- 


ment are dedicated to the village but 
have no taxes paid for their upkeep. 


"Even though the village doesn't own 


it, it has supervision over it," states 
Dorothy Elliot, map recorder for the 
county. 


DEDICATED OR NOT. both pieces of 


property are the targets of unsightly 
dumping by state highway workers or 
trash-dumping businessmen. 


"The police department will do their 


utmost to have the alley cleared when it 
is determined how wide it is ... and if it 
is an alley," asserted Arthur Christy, 
chief of police. 


Meanwhile, Freeborn and his neigh- 


bors will continue to clean up the debris 
left by dumpers. 


THE FINAL STEP will be the in- 


stallation of scrubbing equipment that 
will clean the smoke. Hopefully, when 
this apparatus is in operation, Clow will 
completely eliminate their air pollution 
nuisance in Bensenville, according to 
Clow officials. 


The target date for completion of the 


pollution control program has been set 
for Nov. 16. 


"Barring strikes or any other unfore- 


seen difficulties, we intend to meet that 
deadline," Bowers said. 'The purchase 
orders have been signed." . 


Other innovations to help implement 


air pollution control at the plant include 
the construction of the Crushed Steel 
Corporation, according to Charles Sal- 
vage, plant manager. The crushed steel 
facility will process the scrap metal pri- 
or to going into Clow,'' he said. 


The scrap metal Clow now uses is cov- 


ered with grease, rust (iron dioxidel. dirt 
and oil. When this metal is melted in 
Clow furnaces, these particles are re- 
leased into the air. 


"The clean material will eliminate the 


rust problem, and will release a cleaner 
affluent into the air," said WaKer Loew, 
operations manager. 


A FOUR ACRE lake is planned to sup- 


ply water to the wet scrubbers. The wa- 
ter will be recirculated through the pollu- 
tion control system, processed, and then 
fed back into the lake. A one-half acre 
settling area is proposed to allow the 
particles from the furnaces to accumu- 
late. These particles, which would other- 
wise be released into the air, will settle 
in the lake area to be dredged 
and 


hauled away about every ten years, ac- 
cording to Salvage. 


"We no longer pollute the 
public 


stream which runs through our plant be- 
cause in 1968 we comlpeted the in- 
stallation of equipment to correct the 
existing polluting situation," 
Salvage 


said. He added the residue collected 
from the pollution control device \\ould 
not be fed into the public stream. 


The result of Clow's efforts at pollution 


control have already been noticed. The 
once densely black plume of smoke 
emitted from the cupolas has lightened 
in color, indicating fewer pollutant par- 
ticles are being released into the air, ac- 
cording to Clow officials. 


THE END RESULT of the project 


should provide a "white vapor plume" ac- 
cording to Salvage. When the equipment 
is operational, the heat of the affluent 
should not exceed 120 degrees, Salvage 
said. The heat of the present affluent 
goes up to 2,000 degrees he pointed out. 
"When in operation, this equipment will 
offer results twice as good as the Ben- 
senville pollution control ordinance calls 
for," Bowens said. 


The pollution control ordinance calls 


for .10 grains per standard cubic foot of 
affluent. Clow officials maintain the new 
equipment will reduce the affluent to .05 
grains per standard cubic foot. 


"WE FEEL WE have done everything 


we possibly could do," Bowers related. 
"Actually, Clow has been in the pollution 
field for 93 years. The material we make 
goes into waste treatment like sewage 
lift stations. We have engineered waste 
treatment. 


"We are in favor of this. Our livelihood 


is in pollution control. We need this plant 
to manufacture products used in pollu- 
tion control." 


The estimated final cost of Clow's air 


pollution control program may exceed 
$700,000, according to Salvage.

district would expect to incur a deficit of 
approximately $630,000 in the 1970-71 
school year. The acceptance of the 
union's demand of an $8,200 starting 
salary would cost the district an addi- 
tional $180,000 bringing our total deficit 
at that point to $810,000. 


THE BOARD HAS taken the position 


that the only means available to finance 
the additional $180,000 would be to again 
cut back our already frugal education 
program. We feel this is an unaccept- 
able alternative which could only result 
in irreparable damage to our school sys- 
tem and the children it serves. Further- 
more, we do not thing a responsible fac- 
ulty organization should say, "Where 
you get the additional money is your 
problem." 


In the weekly meetings held since late 


February, the board has sought at all 
times to cooperate with the union rep- 
resentatives in finding acceptable solu- 
tions to proposals advanced by both 
sides. In spite of frequent accusations 
from union leaders that the board has 
resorted to "stalling tactics," all but 
a halfdozen of the original total of 50 
proposals were amicably resolved in 
these negotiation discussions. The board 
has never refused a request for addi- 
tional meetings. Last week we met three 
times in an attempt to resolve our dif- 
ferences. 


THE FAILURE TO reach an agree- 


ment prior to the end of this school year 
was very disappointing to the board. We 
feel that we have fulfilled our pledge to 
make every effort to reach a just and 
fair settlement. We regret that the union 
found it inconvenient to meet for addi- 
tional talks this past weekend, for we 
have felt that it should definitely be pos- 
siblt to reach an accord. We are impell- 
ed to ask the question, "Did the union 
really want to finalize a contract prior to 
the end of the school year?" 


The negotiating team of the board will 


make every effort to continue to meet 
with the union representatives in order to 
reach a settlement prior to the beginning 
of school in the fall.

Gerald Weeks who last year challenged 


the late Paul Ronske as chairman of the 
DuPage County Board of Supervisors 
was elected to that post Monday. 


The Milton Township Supervisor, with 


seven years on the board, was the for- 
mer GOP chairman for his township. 
Weeks, an attorney, resigned from sev- 
eral committees after Konske's election 
when he polled about a half dozen votes, 


including his own. 


Donald Jack Wall, assistant supervisor 


from Bloomingdale Township, blocked a 
motion Monday to make Weeks' election 
unanimous. His was the only "no" vote. 


Weeks is expected to announce new 


committee assignments within two weeks 
and has pledged to continue the policies 
Wall later submitted resignations to sev- 
eral smaller county posts in protest to 
Weeks' election claiming the new chair- 


man was not the best candidate. 


WALL TOLD THE Register later that 


county GOP chairman James "Pate" 
Philip had called county board members 
last weekend to get them to vote for 
Weeks "because he is a good party 
man." Wall said a man should be elected 
on qualifications, not politics, 
of the county board until he has a chance 
to review them more thoroughly. 


In the annual reorganization of the 


board, new rules and policies have been 
recommended by a rules study com- 
mittee headed by Peter Ernst, assistant 
supervisor from York Township. Monday 
in accepting the study results, the board 
voted on three amendments to the new 
rules. 


Two amendments passed. One was to 


allow members to attend an unlimited 
number of committee meetings instead 
of the 18 limit as proposed. The second 


amendment was to strike the provision to 
limit board members to two committee 
assignments. As it now stands, com- 
mittee memberships will be left to the 
discretion of the board chairman. 


THE THIRD AMENDMENT which 


failed to pass was to make the rules 
committee proposals optional, not man- 
datory. 


Fred Koebbeman, supervisor from Ad- 


dison Township, told the Register Mon- 


day he had been excited about the pro- 
posed changes, but now there wouldn't 
be much of a real streamlining of the 
board as intended. He is a member of 
the rules committee. 


The number of committees was re- 


duced from 18 to 11. A proposal to make 
the number limited to seven was de- 
feated earlier due to opposition from 
many committee chairmen, according to 
some county board members.

Addison's Dist 4 School Board showed 


deep concern Monday over the possible 
closure of the Catholic diocese schools in 
their district 


Due to the financial criMs facing the 


parochial schools, representatives of the 
83 Catholic schools in the Joliet diocese, 
in a meeting Monday night, authorized 
individual parishes to exercise a local op- 
tion of maintaining, curtailing or closing 
entirely their schools for the 
19VO-71 


school year. 


Schools which curtail or close entirely 


will do so only after serious negotiation 


with the local public school board and 
only if such drastic action is dictated by 
economic necessity. 


Decisions on whether to close are to be 


relayed to teachers, parishioners and the 
Catholic school office on or before July 1. 


The Dist. 4 school board's' ^meeting 


came prior to their annduncement being 
made by the Catholic diocese, and most 
of the members thought the diocese 
might decide to close their doors for two 
months. 


"IF THE CATHOLIC sch „„ close for

4, "the 
public schools will have to pay a nominal 
rental charge for the use of Catholic fa- 
cilities, and pay the salaries of their 
teachers for two months."

"Both the U.S. constitution and the Illi-

Parents Discuss 
Ills of Society 


by JIM FULLER 


The extremity of the times and the 


need for parents to help each other were 
topics discussed at a parent education 
conference held during the Addison PTA 
Council last week. 


The council, made up of several groups 


representing Addison and Bensenville, 
broke up into 13 individual conferences to 
cover elective offices and most chair- 
manships in the PTA structure. 


The conference on mental health and 


parent education was lead by Robert 
White, a counselor at Indian Trail Junior 
High School, and William Sterrett, direc- 
tor of special services for school Dist. 4. 


White began the informal session at- 


tended by six parents with a discussion 
of the drastic changes which have oc- 
curred in society in the last 10 years. 


HE SAID THAT the last year has illus- 


trated a break down in communication 
with the younger generation as one con- 
frontation after another has struck our 
campuses. 


"And the way people are concentrating 


in our cities and large towns," he said. 
"When I first came here there were only 
two schools — Oak and Fullerton." 


White also emphasized that the family 


is no longer a self-contained unit like it 
used to be. "Kids have become very so- 
cial conscious," he said. "And they're 
more sophisticated than I am; and no 
longer accept this double standard of 
adults and kids — "When you're an adult 
you can do like mama does.' " 


White felt that all this made the deen 


for small parent groups, such as the one 
that meets at the junior high school, that 
much more crucial. 


"WE HAVE A GROUP of three par- 


ents right now," White said, "but we are 
interested in expanding. We have sent 
out letters from school with the kids to 
tell the parents what we're doing." 


What the small group of parents are 


doing is getting together once a week to 
discuss things and problems that they 
want to talk about and share their feel- 
ings about. 


"The parents deal with situations that 


relate to their kids," White said, "and 
they are able to help each other. Usually 
people tend to isolate each other — 'I can 
handle my problems myself' they say." 


White said that an esprit de corps had 


developed in their small group, and that 
the parents were able to help each other 
with mutual problems, or with different 
problems by rendering objective view- 
points. 


STERETT EMPHASIZED that they 


didn't measure the program's success in 
terms of numbers, but in terms of a 
small, competent, interested group. 


"An ideally sized group would be six or 


seven,'' he said. "It's much better for 
communication. If you have a successful 
group, maybe the work will spread, and 
other splinter groups will form." 


White emphasized that the groups were 


for the normal run of people who are 
having the normal run of problems. 


"The parents discuss problems such as 


their child getting into a fracas in school, 
or something that's upsetting their child, 
or maybe the kid is reacting to them and 
they don't know why. 


"IF THE GROUP is a free group," he 


concluded, "without probing, the answers 
usually come from the parent, without 
someone digging it out." 


During the conference Sterrett also 


mentioned several services available to 
parents through the special services pro- 
gram in Dist. 4. 


He said speech therapists were avail- 


able, as well as itinerate tutors trained 
to deal with socially disturbed young- 
sters. 


He also mentioned the junior first 


grade teachers who help parents with 
their anxieties about their children enter- 
ing the first grade, and social workers 
who are happy to discuss adolescent be- 
havior problems, family problems and 
peer relations. 


Resources available in the community 


include the police department's juvenile 
officer, the Family Service Association 
(FSA) with its full staff of social work- 
ers, and the DuPage County mental 
health clinic in Wheaton.

the current base. The union's original de- 
mands would have meant over a 30 per 
cent increase in the salary structure. The 
board believes that its last offer of $7,950 
is fair and reasonable in the light of cur- 
rent economic conditions and the finan- 
cial circumstances faced by the district. 


In its negotiations with the union, the 


board has clearly stated that even if the 
$7,950 starting salary were accepted, the 
district would expect to incur a deficit of 
approximately $630,000 in the 1970-71 
school year. The acceptance of the 
union's demand of an $8,200 starting 
salary would cost the district an addi- 
tional $180,000 bringing our total deficit 
at that point to $810,000. 


THE BOARD HAS taken the position 


that the only means available to finance 
the additional $180,000 would be to again 
cut back our already frugal education 
program. We feel this is an unaccept- 
able alternative which could only result 
in irreparable damage to our school sys- 
tem and the children it serves. Further- 
more, we do not thing a responsible fac- 
ulty organization should say, "Where 
you get the additional money is your 
problem." 


In the weekly meetings held since late 


February, the board has sought at all 
times to cooperate with the union rep- 
resentatives in finding acceptable solu- 
tions to proposals advanced by both 
sides. In spite of frequent accusations 
from union leaders that the board has 
resorted to "stalling tactics," all but 
a halfdozen of the original total of 50 
proposals were amicably resolved in 
these negotiation discussions. The board 
has never refused a request for addi- 
tional meetings. Last week we met three 
times in an attempt to resolve our dif- 
ferences. 


THE FAILURE TO reach an agree- 


ment prior to the end of this school year 
was very disappointing to the board. We 
feel that we have fulfilled our pledge to 
make every effort to reach a just and 
fair settlement. We regret that the union 
found it inconvenient to meet for addi- 
tional talks this past weekend, for we 
have felt that it should definitely be pos- 
siblt to reach an accord. We are impell- 
ed to ask the question, "Did the union 
really want to finalize a contract prior to 
the end of the school year?" 


The negotiating team of the board will 


make every effort to continue to meet 
with the union representatives in order to 
reach a settlement prior to the beginning 
of school in the fall.

We feel this is an unaccept- 
able alternative which could only result 
in irreparable damage to our school sys- 
tem and the children it serves. Further- 
more, we do not thing a responsible fac- 
ulty organization should say, "Where 
you get the additional money is your 
problem." 


In the weekly meetings held since late 


February, the board has sought at all 
times to cooperate with the union rep- 
resentatives in finding acceptable solu- 
tions to proposals advanced by both 
sides. In spite of frequent accusations 
from union leaders that the board has 
resorted to "stalling tactics," all but 
a balfdozen of the original total of 50 
proposals were amicably resolved in 
these negotiation discussions. The board 
has never refused a request for addi- 
tional meetings. Last week we met three 
times in an attempt to resolve our dif- 
ferences. 


THE FAILURE TO reach an agree- 


ment prior to the end of this school year 
was very disappointing to the board. We 
feel that we have fulfilled our pledge to 
make every effort to reach a just and 
fair settlement. We regret that the union 
found it inconvenient to meet for addi- 
tional talks this past weekend, for we 
have felt that it should definitely be pos- 
siblt to reach an accord. We are impell- 
ed to ask the question, "Did the union 
really want to finalize a contract prior to 
the end of the school year?" 


The negotiating team of the board will

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THE UNION, IN its last proposal Fri- 


day, reduced its starting salary demand 
to $8,200, an 11.5 per cent increase over 
the current base. The union's original de- 
mands would have meant over a 30 per 
cent increase in the salary structure. The 
board believes that its last offer of $7,950 
is fair and reasonable in the light of cur- 
rent economic conditions and the finan- 
cial circumstances faced by the district. 


In its negotiations with the union, the 


board has clearly stated that even if the 
$7,930 starting salary were accepted, the 
district would expect to incur a deficit of 
approximately $630,000 in the 1970-71 
school year. The acceptance of the 
union's demand of an $8,200 starting 
salary would cost the district an addi- 
tional $180,000 bringing our total deficit 
at that point to $810,000. 


THE BOARD HAS taken the position 


that the only means available to finance 
the additional $180,000 would be to again 
cut back our already frugal education 
program. We feel this is an unaccept- 
able alternative which could only result 
in irreparable damage to our school sys- 
tem and the children it serves. Further- 
more, we do not thing a responsible fac- 
ulty organization should say, "Where 
you get the additional money is your 
problem." 


In the weekly meetings held since late 


February, the board has sought at all 
times to cooperate with the union rep- 
resentatives in finding acceptable solu- 
tions to proposals advanced by both 
sides. In spite of frequent accusations 
from union leaders that the board has 
resorted to "stalling tactics," all but 
a halfdozen of the original total of 50 
proposals were amicably resolved in 
these negotiation discussions. The board 
has never refused a request for addi- 
tional meetings. Last week we met three 
times in an attempt to resolve our dif- 
ferences. 


THE FAILURE TO reach an agree- 


ment prior to the end of this school year 
was very disappointing to the board. We 
feel that we have fulfilled our pledge to 
make every effort to reach a just and 
fair settlement. We regret that the union 
found it inconvenient to meet for addi- 
tional talks this past weekend, for we 
have felt that it should definitely be pos- 
siblt to reach an accord. We are impell- 
ed to ask the question, "Did the union 
really want to finalize a contract prior to 
the end of the school year?" 


The negotiating team of the board will 


make every effort to continue to meet 
with the union representatives in order to 
reach a settlement prior to the beginning 
of school in the fall.

Wilhert N'ottke could have used an 


echo chamber last Tuesday night if for 
nothing else than to save himself the ef- 
fort of constantly repeating rhetoric to 
residents who would rather shout than 
listen. 


Richard Nixon knows what it means 


when people shout and don't listen — so 
does Judge Julius Hoffman. Nixon made 
listening an integral part of his inaugural 
speech and Hoffman made it the final 
coup de grace of the "conspiracy trial."

TIIKY SAY IGNORANCE is bliss, and

than listen in reason. When a public offi-

Village officials have nothing to gain 


by letting water stay in basements and 
streets except the loss of votes in the 
next election. 


WHAT HURTS Nottke and his board is 


that he, rightly or wrongly, has become 
the only official spokesman for a board 
which has six. other mouths and very 


much silence. To people who already re- 
sent Nottke, the board's refusal to sup- 
port him with vocal rhetoric confirms 
their opinion of one-man, one-rule. 


Nottke is starting to resemble Pro- 


metheus Bound, making all the rebuttal 
decisions involving irate residents and 
shouldering all the responsibility 
and 


criticism that accompany those deci- 
sions. 


The village trustees should help him 


out of an obvious problem. He can't com- 
municate with people who already dis- 
play previous dislike for him. And 
when the village president offers con- 
structive comment, it is rejected simply 
because he is the one who offered it. 


WHEN RESIDENTS approach the vil- 


lage board for a solution or discussion of 
storm sewers, that discussion should in- 
clude more than Nottke and the residents 
shouting at each other.

THIS WRITER recalls three persons 


from past, yearbooks. None of the three 
lived In DuPage County or Northwestern 
Cook County; their stories, however, are 
universal. 


First. I recall John, a short and quiet 


boy who edited my college newspaper. In 
his own courageous and dedicated way, 
he went to Mississippi in 1964 to help reg- 
ister black voters. And he never talked 
about it. 


Two years later. I learned that John, 


after a brief time in graduate school and 
m the Army, had disappeared near a 
Massachusetts river. His body was never 
found. Those of us who knew John real- 
ized that we had not known him well. 


Second, I recall Rich, who wrote with 


me on a small monthly newspaper in 
Missouri. He plastered his room with re- 
jection slips from the publications 
in 


which he sought to have his stories and 
poetry published. 


RICH, TOO, is gone His drinking and 


dnis? habits — his hands trembled contin- 
ually — took him out of schoo.. I tried to 
follow his path, but I lost track of him 
alone somewhere in San Francisco 


Third, I recall Gwynn, a high school 


student near Indianapolis She was and is 
a poet; as a student, she was lonely in a 
small midwestern high school which did 
not encourage the excellence of non-con- 
formity. 


In college, she tried suicide and failed. 


However, witht he help of the teachers 
and students around her, she grew to ac- 
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Other DtplS. 
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Other Depts. 
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cept her own life. I attended her wedding 
two years ago; she found what she had 
missed so long, and I hope that happi- 
ness stays. 


The point of these three profiles is not 


excessive nostalgia, but rather to point 
out that formal education deeply in- 
fluences every human life. 


THE THREE LEARNED about social 


commitment, drugs and writing partially 
through formal education. From each 
person I learned that a single teacher or 
student had deeply shaped their lives. 


And I think I know what destroyed 


John and damaged the others: the cold 


ness and the lack of love among teachers 
and students, the majority which is al- 
ways too busy striving for monetary suc- 
cess or status to really look at other per- 
sons. 


And educators from kindergarten to 


graduate school, must realize that stu- 
dents are not numbers, not objects to be 
manipulated, but persons like John and 
Rich and Gwynn. They are persons; for 
good or evil, the education and the criti- 
cal compassion they receive will deeply 
etch their lives and the lives of others 
who touch them. 


If 1 delivered such a speech, I could

'Man is a Medium-Sized Dinosaur 


by JIM tTI.LKK 


Closed circuit television ticking off an 


exploding world population faster than 
you can count. 


I.ifp-size cartoons, phofox. posters blan- 


keting walls in a dizzying display of pop- 
ulation explosion, industrial pollution and 
pesticide poisoning. 


IT WAS THK Kirst National Congress 


on Optimum Population and Environ- 
ment (OOPE) initiating its five-day fo- 
rum at Chicago's Pick-Congress Hotel 
Monday. 


The forum's organi/ers, the Congress 


on Population and Environment, Inc., 
are trying to forge a coalition of the na- 
tion's scattered 
population 
and con- 


servation groups, and initiate a program 
of national commitment that will lead to 
programs of research, development and 
legislative action on local, state and na- 
tional levels. 


Twelve hundred delegates, who repre- 


sent a myriad of civic, student, govern- 
mental, educational, and religious organ- 
isations, are attending the forum to hear 
speakers such as U.S. Senators Joseph 
Tyrtings. D-Md . and Robert Packwood, 
R-Ore.: Dr. George Walkd. nobel lau- 
reate in medicine and physiology; and 
Stewart Udall, former secretary of th< 
interior 


THK DEI,KOATKS will also partici- 


pate in over 30 workshops covering all 


aspects of the environment-population 
crisis, and vote on specific recommenda- 
tions for action programs that can be im- 
plemented by the constituent groups. 


One such delegate was Mrs. Clayton 


Brown, chairman of Pollution and Envi- 
ronmental Problems (PEP), a 300-mem- 
bcr organization spread over 21 commu- 
nities in the northwest suburbs, with 
headquarters 
in 
Arlington 
Heights, 


Mount Prospect, and Palatine. 


When asked for her reaction to the 


workshops, Mrs. Brown replied, "So far, 
I'm a little annoyed at interruptions by 
members defending the industrial revolu- 
tion — 1 didn't come here to listen to 
industry defend itself with facts and fig- 
ures." 


Commenting on the forum as a whole, 


she said. "(Col. Neil) Armstrong made 
his first steps, and now we have to make 
ours through achieving environmental 
restoration — this is what it's all about." 


But despite the multitude of colorful 


slogans and posters, the continuous flash 
of TV messages on limited space, and a 
throng of delegates buzzing with talk of 
pollution, technology, and zero population 
growth, Monday's speakers were fright- 
ened by "other problems." 


Philip Hauser, sociology professor at 


the University of Chicago, showed grave 
concern not only for the population ex- 
plosion, but also the population implo- 


sion, or the bursting inwards of rampant 
urbanization, and the population dis- 
plosion, a situation in which Arab and 
Israeli, Muslim and Hindu, Catholic and 
Protestant are forced to share the same 
life space. 


"Problems arising from the population 


implosion and displosion 
may create 


more human misery during the remain- 
der of this century than the problems 
produced by the population explosion," 
Hauser told the army of delegates crowd- 
ing the great hall. 


Since the first census taken in 1790, our 


American population has swelled from 
fewer than 4 million to over 250 million. 
But at the same time, in less than a life- 
time, it has scourged itself of rural life, 


switching from 73 per cent rural to 73 
per cent urban. 


"THIS INWARD EXPLOSION into the 


cities has generated a crisis we are still 
trying to live with," Hauser explained, 
"which is creating problems of traffic 
congestion, slum housing, delinquency, 
crime and drug addiction." 


Then there is the population displosion 


seen in the revolt of the blacks, the white 
backlash, and a polarization that may 
tear this nation apart. "Population ex- 
plosion 
and 
environmental 
pollution 


should not be used as a smoke screen to 
obscure problems at least as important," 
Hauser said. "Pollution in the urban 
slums is as important as keeping Lake 
Michigan alive."

A lot of schools talk about individ- 


ualized instruction but are forced to 
abandon this educational goal in the face 
of rapid increases in enrollment. 


College of DuPage in Glen Ellyn is 


among the schools that faced this prob- 
lem of fast-paced enrollment jumps; in 
1967-69 its student body grew about SO 
per cent each year. 


But the college has not let the pres- 


sures of this growth overrule the possi- 
bility of individualized instruction. In- 
stead, this possibility has become a real- 
ity — christened 
the Developmental 


Learning Laboratory (DLL). 


Students elect to enroll in the DLL as 


they would any other college course and 
may choose to take it for credit. Then, 
students select the areas in which they 
would like to become more proficient and 
work with DLL aides and college instruc- 
tors to plan a personalized study pro- 
gram. Also available in the DLL for stu- 
dent use are the latest learning devices 
and equipment. 


THE KND RESULT is a personalized 


instructional program, self-directed by 
the student and centered around his indi- 
vidual development. 


Mrs. Beverly Bogaard of Geneva, coor- 


dinator for the DLL, is pleased with the 
enthusiastic response the DLL has been 
receiving from both students and the 
community. 


Students have been using the DLL to 


develop their skills in areas such as 
mathematics, writing, grammar, punc- 
tuation, note-taking and reading speed 
and comprehension. 


The DLL has also had visitors from 


across the nation who have come to ob- 
serve with the motive of setting up sim- 
ilar learning laboratories at their own 
schools. 


MRS. BOGAARD reports that the DLL 


will be open during the college's summer 
quarter — an especially good time for 
students to bone up on skills before re- 
turning to school this fall. 


Students may still register for the 


DLL, along with other College of DuPage 
summer quarter classes, through Thurs- 
day, June 18; the hours are 9 a.m. to 4 
p.m., Monday through Friday. 


Starting Monday, June 15, registration 


will also be held from 6 to 8 p.m., in 
building Ml, immediately west of the 
K-huilding. on the College of DuPage in- 
terim campus, Lambert Road and 22nd 
Street. 


The week's keynote speaker, Dr. Wald 


of Harvard University, sees man becom- 
ing a medium-sized dinosaur. 


Some 200 million years ago, he said, 


the mammals forced the dinosaur into 
extinction because of its low proportion 
of brains to brawn. But now man, a 
mammal, standing on his own two feet 
with that wonderful brain, has put him- 
self into a car, and the proportion of 
brains to brawn has sunk very low. 


"Cars kill more than 50,000 Americans 


per year," Wald said. "Man has become 
a medium-sized dinosaur, and cars are 
just the beginning. There are trucks and 
trains and planes and hydrogen bombs. 


"THE 
PROPORTION of brains to 


brawn has sunk terribly low, and this 
time if we have an extinction it will be a 
do-it-yourself extinction, for there are no 
other createres to take over," Waid said. 


The forum will continue through Thurs- 


day. Other scheduled events include an 
all day teach-out at the Auditorium The- 
ater, an open forum moderated by Will- 
ard Wirtz, former secretary of labor and 
chairman of the board of directors of 
COPE, and a plenary session moderated 
by Joseph Fisher of the Unitarian-Uni- 
versalist Association.

A Guide to Good Snacks 


With children and teens soon to be 


home on summer vacation, the problem 
arises concerning their snacking all day 
long. Busy days or lazy days can cause 
bad eating habits. 


Hvirried snacks such as candy or cook- 


ies bring quick relief from hunger pains 
but by themselves cannot give the total 
nourishment needed. 


The best snacks should be chosen from 


the wide variety of foods offered by the 
four food groups. Real food value is pro- 
vided by these foods because they con- 
tain some of the essential protein, miner- 
als and vitamins you need each day, 


THE 
MILK 
GROUP 
includes, 
of 


course, cheese, cottage cheese, ice 
cream and other snacks containing dairy 


foods. 


The meat group includes fish, eggs, 


cheese, dry beans (such as baked beans) 
and dry peas, nuts and peanut butter. 


The fruits and vegetables group offers 


citrus fruit or juices, melon, straw- 
berries, tomato or tomatp juice, dark 
green or deep yellow vegetables or yel- 
low fruit. 


And finally, in the bread and cereals 


group there are bread, rolls, and ready- 
to-eat cereals which are whole grain en- 
riched, plus spaghetti, cornbread, rice 
and tortillas. 


STICKY SWEET foods are to be 


avoided as snacks unless you want to 
promote more cavities in your teeth. In- 
stead, choose "detergent" 
foods for 


snacking such as apples, salads, raw 
vegetables, or whole wheat bread. These 
foods help you to clear debris from be- 
tween your teeth. 


How can you rate snacks? Well, ac- 


cording to Dr. Lawrence M. Hursh, con- 
sultant for the National Dairy Council, he 
rates them much like the star system for 
movies. 


Good protein snacks that rate three or 


four stars include milk, cheese, tomato 
soup made with milk, cheeseburger on a 
bun, 
taco with ground beef filling, bo- 


logna, chicken, ham, liver sausage, hard- 
cooked egg and roasted peanuts. 


AMONG THE calcium snacks he rec- 


ommends milk, cheese, tomato soup 
made with milk and cheeseburgers. Good

snacks for iron include cheeseburgers, 
taco with ground beef filling and dried 
apricots, with meat snacks, eggs and to- 
mato juice as runners-up. 


Vitamin A snacks are tomato soup, liv- 


er sausage, dried apricots, carrots and 
tomatoes. Thiamine is yours if you eat 
tacos, ham, cauliflower or oranges. 


Meanwhile, milk, tomato soup made 


with milk, cheeseburgers, 
taco made 


with beef, ham, liver sausage, roasted 
peanuts and tomatoes are rich in ribofla- 
vin. 
And for vitamin C choose tomato 


soup, sausage pizza, oranges, carrots, 
green pepper, cauliflower and tomatoes. 


As you can see, some of the foods ap- 


pear as good sources of several nutri- 
ents. All could be either snacks or part of 
regular meals. And that's the main 
point: snacks shouldn't be different from 
regular foods. They should come from 
the same inventory of foods as other 
meals. 


SO IT'S EASY to shop for summer 


snacks, as well as for summer lunches, 
if you keep within the limits of the four 
food groups. For lunches, it helps to have 
several kinds of bread — white, rye, 
whole wheat, raisin, and some crackers 
and English muffins. It's also good to 
keep hamburgers, hotdogs, bacon, fresh 
fruits and raw cut-up vegetables on 
hand. Juices are better than carbonated 
beverages, and milk in any form, white, 
c h o c o l a t e , skimmed or buttermilk, 
should always be available for the young- 
sters. 


Then when you put their daily eating 


together, it will make sense in both nour- 
ishment and pleasure.

Add 1 small chopped onion, 1 
cup crushed corn flakes, 2 beaten eggs, 
Vi cup milk, 1 teaspoon paprika, a gener- 
ous dash of Worcestershire sauce, and 1 
tablespoon dry mustard. 


In a flameproof baking dish put 2 ta- 


blespoons vinegar and 2 tablespoons wa- 
ter, or enough of this mixture to cover 
bottom of the pan. 


SHAPE THE LOAF and place in the 


baking dish. Mix 3 tablespoons brown 
sugar and 1 teaspoon dry mustard and 
sprinkle over the top of the loaf. 


Bake in a 350-degree oven for I1,2 to 2 


hours. Serve hot with your favorite mus- 
tard or horseradish sauce.
